Standifords first decided to trade on the Chica- 
go board they went to Waldruff, J. W. Elder, 
and others of the citizens and asked for permis- 
sion to use their names in the trades. They 
explained that if they operated in their own 
names the various mercantile agencies 
would discover it and they were afraid it 
would injure the bank in commercial circles. 
They began dealing and it has been gomg on 
for a couple of years. Nobody but the Stan- 
difords and their brokers know the truth. 
The $15,000 is all the winnings that have been 
made public. Weare anxious now to know 
something about the losses, if they suffered any. 
Think They Carried Away $150,000, 

The general impression here is that they 
determined some three months ago to plunder 
the bank and the people and that they carried 
away $150,000. Some few think that they be- 
gan to lose in Chicago, and fearing that it 
would be discovered gave out the story of win- 
ning $15,000 in order to counteract the effect. 
If they really bought or sold millions of bush- 
els of wheat or corn at a crack it would be 
easy enough to lose $200,000. Then another 
thing that supports the theory of wheat 
losses is the fact that they skipped just after 
the big bulge in wheat and the equally 
big slump in corn. They robbed friends, 
acquaintances, and relatives indiscriminately. 
It is current gossip that a week before the 
collapse the ‘boys’ went to their father and 
told him to take his money out of the bank. 
He refused, but they kept at him until he got 
mad and took it out. He says he did take 
his money out, but his wife says. he did not 
and that it is gone with the rest of the stuff. 
At any rate, ‘old man’ Standiford gave a 
hint to another friend, but the ‘tip’ was not 
broad enough and the other party failed to 
catch on. He now mourns the loss of $1,000. 

“The only people we know who got the 
best of them are connected with a prominent 
Danville bank. In some manner they learned 
that the Standifords were doing crooked 
work. They came down here just twelve 
hours before A. B. Standiford disappeared. 
They took bim out of his house in the night, and 
by the perguasive eloquence of a big revolver 
made him go to the vault and shell out 
$6,000 which he owed them. Then they 
dropped him and quietly returned to 
Danville. It was this act which precipi- 
tated matters. When “Alex” Standiford. 
left Suturday he told his wife he would be 
back Monday morning. He told young 
Thomas W., whom he left in charge of the 
bank, the same thing. Thomas had, I be- 
lieve, a hundred dollars or so to do business 
with. Then a series of real comical scenes 
occurred. When Thomas opened up Monday 
morning the first man who came in checked 
out neariy all the $100. He did not know 
what to do, and was about to suspend busi- 
ness then and there when Pete Williams 
came in and deposited $500. This pulled 
hitn out of the hole, and he kept handing out 
Williams’ money all day. Several other men 
made deposits during Monday and a great 
many more checked out the stuff. In one 
case a husband deposited $300 and his wife, 
who had a separate accaunt, checked out $400, 
so between them they were $100 ahead on the 
transaction. Finally, Tuesday morning, 
Thomas got totheend of his string. The 
contributions had stopped coming in and the 
demand for money increased. The Standi- 
fords failed to putin an appearance and the 
bank was closed. 

An Expensive Possession. 
„Milt Thomas, father of the young man 


-giving the boy a

were promptly discounted. 

„Why, even the hause of God was despoiled 
by them,” resumed the gentleman. Both 
the Baptist and Methodist churches had 
money in the bank. The Baptist money 
was being used in rebuilding their church 
and. parsonage. It was ‘swiped,’ and 
if salvation is free it takes money 
to build the parsonage, so the needed improve- 
ments will not be made for a long time now. 
Alex. was a prominent member of the Meth- 
odist church, and, though he did not sing 
louder or exhort with as strong a feeling as 
others, he was recognized asa pillar. What- 
ever money the church had was placed in the 
bank. It was absent now. The fire and this 
robbery combined have almost killed the 
town. 

„Look over there at the west side of the 
square, he continued, pointing to the foun- 
dations of a row of brick buildings. The 
men who were making those improvements 
had their money in the bank. Now they have 
quit work, forfeited their contracts, and the 
indications are that the foundations will re- 
main as they are—a monument to Alex.“ 
Standiford’s villaimy. You see that vault 
sticking up there in the center of one of 
those forlorn hopes, he said, indicating a 
brick pile with an iron door standing in one 
of the new foundations. That was where 
the bank stood before the fire, and 
there is where the assets and lia- 
bilities of the concern were kept ever 
since the fire. The last thing ‘Alex.’ did be- 
fore he ‘jumved’ was to come down here in 
the night and clean out that vault. He was 
seen, but even then there was not a suspicion 
of evil designs. The trouble was they enjoyed 
the fullest confidence of thecommunity. They 
were social and took pert in all the features of 
our village life. They did not live extrava- 
gantly and one of them, Edgar, was only mar- 
ried a few months ago. It is a matter of gos- 
sip among the women that ‘Alex.’s’ wife ob- 
jected to the way he was doing business and 
told him she would not live with him if he 
continued speculating on the Board of Trade. 
She says he took $20,000 of her money.“ 


THE BANK WRECKER CONFESSES. 


Trumpbour Tells How the Ulster County 
Institution Was Plundered. 

Kixdsrox, N. I., Oct. 6.—[ Special.] —M. 
T. Trumpbour, the bank wrecker, made a full 
confession of his crime today. He gave in de- 
tail the manner in which be and Treasurer 
Ostrander plundered the Ulster County Sa v- 
ings Institution and covered up their operations 
for more than twenty years. He throws most 
of the blame on Ostrander’s shoulders. It was 
Ostrander, he says, who got most of the 
$513,000 stolen from the bank. He also im- 
plicates several others, whose names have 
heretofore been spoken only in whispers 
in connection with the defalcation, but 
who, he says, had as much of a 
guilty knowledge of the plundering of the 
bank as he, and who did as much as he toward 
falsifying the accounts so as to deceive the 
State bank examiners. He said: “ Worse than 
all, or as bad as anything associated with the 
bank, the truatees who were most prominent 
and influentiat used it simply as a political 
machine to boom themselves and their hench- 
men.

THE ECUMENICAL METHODIST COUN- 
CI. AT WASHINGTON TODAY. 


Interesting Preparations Made tor the 


Second Great Conference in the History 

ot the Faith—All Differences Tabooed— 
Delegates to Be Present from England, 
Ireland, Australia, Africa, and the West 
Indies—Dr. Briggs’ Protests—Other Re- 
ligious Matters. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 6.—Tomorrow the 
Ecumenical Methodist Council will begin its 
ws ery in this city. Once before in the his- 
tory of the church, founded 150 years ago in 
Edgland by John Wesley, have the branches 
springing off from the parent stock come to- 
gether, and, laying aside all differences and 
avoiding all schismatic discussion, listened to 
the suggestions of the best men of all divisions 
and sought to find means to promote the com- 
mon cause and the common good. That was 
in London ten years ago, and so fruitful was 
the seed then sown and so abundant the en- 
suing harvest of good works that it was re- 
solved to reassemble for conference at the ex- 
piration of every decade. The council, which 
convenes here tomorrow, is therefore the sec- 
ond in the history of the Methodist Church. 

All 8 and branches of this 
great church in all parts of the world will be 
represented by 500 delegates. No less thar 
200 of these are expected to come from the 
British division, the oldest wing of the Meth- 
odist church, including in its ranks, besides 
ecclesiastical dignitaries, many statesmen of 
renown and men of world-wide scientific and 
legal ability. There will also be delegates 
(representing twelve distinct branches of 
Methodism) from France, from Australia, 
from Ireland, from South Africa, and from 
the West Indies, Then more numerous in 
sectional divisions there will be 300 delegates 
from the New World. They represent seventeen 
branches of the Methodist church in this con- 
erg These delegates are classified as fol- 

ows: 

Methodist Episcopal, 126: Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, 64; African Methodist 
Episcopal, 18; African Methodist Episcopal, 
Zion, 15: Colored Methodist Episcopal, 9; 
American Wesley, 6: Union American Metho- 
dist Episcopal, 3; African Unien Methodist 
Protestant, 3; Methodist Protestant, 9; Free 
Methodist, 3; Congregational Methodist, 3: 
Methodist Church, Canada, 24; Primitive 
Methodist, 3; Independent Methodist, 2; 
United Brethren in Christ, 7: Union Brethren 
in Christ (old constitution), 2; British Metho- 
dist Episcopal, 3. Se twenty-nine divisions 
of the Methodist church will be represented 
in the council. Among the American church- 
men are many Bishops. Among the English 
there are none, as the office is unknown there. 

Confined to Discussions. 

This council. like its predecessor, is to be 
contined to discussions. From its nature there 
can be no legislation. No delegate or organ- 
ization will be bound by what is said or done 
here. Its animating purpose is to bring out 
the brightest and most practicable ideas of the 
most thoughtful and wisest representatives of 
the church, and the application of these ideas 
will be left to the discretion of the separate 
divisions. The most radical difference to be 
noted between the coming council and the 
one held in London is revealed in 
the list of subjects selected for discussion. 
In the first council ‘“‘ Methodism” formed 
the principal topic of discussion. In this 
council the program has been diversified so 
as to touch upon questions of the day. Dis- 
cussions of abstract ecclesiastical dogmas find 
small space, but whole days are set apart for 
the of to 


cial problems, the issues between capital and 
labor, the relations of Methodism to scientific 
thought, and practical church work. 

The various committees have made all nec- 
essary arrangements for the comfort of the 
delegates and the conduct of the sessions. The 
council will be held in the Metropolitan Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and the first session 
will begin at 100’clock tomorrow. The morn: 
ing session will be devoted to religious serv- 
ices. The Rev. William Arthur, M. A., of 
London will deliver a sermon, and com- 
munion wiil be administered at the afternoon 
session. Addresses of welcome will be deliv- 
ered by Bishop Hurst of this city and others, 
and the business meeting will then begin. 


PROF. BRIGGS ENTERS A PROTEST, 


| He Claims He Was Not Given Time to An- 


swer the Charges Against Bim. 

New York, Oct. 6.— The New York Presby- 
tery, which sat all day yesterday discussing 
the case of Dr. Briggs, who is charged with 
heresy, resumed its work at 11 o’clock this 
morning, After some routine work had been 
disposed of the Rev. A. Schilland of the com- 
mittee appointed to answer Dr. Briggs’ pro- 
test of May 11 arose to read his report. Dr. 
Briggs interrupted him by asking in a spirit 
of fair play that his pretest first be read, be- 
cause many who were now present had never 
heard it. By general consent the protest was 
read by the Secretary. In it Dr. Briggs pro- 
tested against the appointment of a committee 
to prosecute him for various reasons, among 
them that he was not given sufficient time to 
answer the charges against him and that ad- 
vantage was taken of his absence in Europe. 

Mr. Schilland then read the answer. -It ar- 
gues that no charges had been presented when 
the protest was made and no thought of a pro- 
test was necessarily maintained. It wasa 
committee of inquiry only—to consider the 
inaugural address in its relation to the Con- 
fession of Faith, which was a subject of gen- 
eral criticism and of widespread dissent, and 
of whose apparent teachings a number of 
presbyters had already entered an emphatic 
protest and adverse judgment. Ifthis ad- 
dress was misrepresented or misunderstood, it 
was surely of great concern to Dr. Briggs, but 
he wrote to the cummittee that even if he was 
not in bad health he would not attend. Dr. 
Briggs certainly gave assent to the correctness 
of the address as published, although he pro- 
tested that it would seem that your commit- 
tee was appointed to consider my inaugural 
address and not to consider any explanation 
of it I might desire to make.“ 

For this and other. reasons the committee 
decided that the action of the presbytery was 
proper according to the usage of the denomi- 
nation. 

Dr. Birch, Chairman of the Prosecuting 
committee, announced that he was about to 
serve Dr. Briggs with a copy of the indict- 
ment, and the arrangement with the accused 
was that the case had been set down for 
Wednesday, Nov. 4, in the Scotch Church. 
The trial will be in the church proper and not 
in the lecture- room. It is to be public, in all 
probability, although the manner of con- 
ducting the trial it yet to be decided by a com- 
mittee, consisting of the Moderator, his clerks, 


and the pastor of the Scotch Church.

BIG SUIT AGAINST MISSOURI PACIFIC, 


Litigation Involving Southwestern Mines 
Gobbled by Gould’s Company. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Wesley 
H. Loomis, who claims to have been the orig- 
inal owner of the Choctaw Coal and Mining 
company, in the Indian Territory, has 
brought a suit in the Circuit Courtin which 
the Missouri Pacific railway company is 
made the principal defendant. Mr. Loomis 
alleges that he has been defrauded out of the 
mine and asks $550,000 damages. The style

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BERNHARDT PLAYS JOAN. 


HER POWERFUL PORTRAYAL OF THE 
PART OF THE ILL-FATED MAID. 


Effect of the Scene Where, Being Taunted 
by Her Foes, She Delies Warwick— 
Description of the Piece and Some of 
the Strong Scenes In It—The Actress 
Talks of the “Thermidor” Trouble in 
Paris and Tells Why the Play Was 
Withdrawn. 

That sinister face, with its glowing eyes and 
drooping lids—that face which reflects so viv- 
idly the passions of hate, cruelty, and power— 
made itself like a white sheet last night to re- 
Ceive the fiery message of religious zeal and 


patriotic inspiration. It isa face that is at 


its fullest expression when it wears the sym- 
bol of tyranny—when “ brow-bound with 
burning gold.“ There was a certain sullen- 
ness in the countenance of the peasant girl 
who rose from her spinning- wheel to go about 
the tasks of her sordid home. Not an ideal 
face for Joan of Are, that light of ancient 
France“; a painter would not choose it; but 
there was a soul within which was about to 
irradiate those baleful features at its will. 
Bernhardt did not look like one that nature 
had planned to be a saint or a fanatic in a 
semi-religious cause, but she made herself 
look the peasant to the life. She looked com- 
mon, part of the human clay about her; no 
more intelligent than her people—yet she was 
different. She had the difference of one whom 
the finger of fate had touched and separated 
from the crowd. Her large dark eyes had the 
pathos one imagines to find in the eyes of ani- 
mals, trustful, yet wondering at sorrow. The 
voice was plaintively sweet. The girl wore a 
coarse gown; she had blue and white, the col- 
ors of the Virgin, about her bosom, and a 


rough wooden rosary hung about her neck 


and reached to her knees. It fell to her to 
describe to her humble lover the visions that 
had been given to her. 

Spoken, Not Recited. 

She did not recite the lines as an actress 
would recite a poet’s lines (it should be said 
that the play is in verse); she spoke as an in- 
nocent child telling simple factsin reverent 
awe, and unconscious of the beauty in which 
pure thoughts took form. She was realistic 
in matters of detail, but she was so imagina- 
tive in the sacred faith with which she grasped 
the spiritual significance of the character that 
when an angelic chorus was heard as in 
Faust the incongruity did not jar on one’s 
artistic sensibilities. It was not impossible 
that this child should hold converse with in- 
visible spirits; and.it was not strange that 
celestial music should come to supplement the 
lingering echoes of that mourning voice. 

It was easy to see why the excitable Paris- 
ians saw a particular incentive to wild enthu- 
siasm in some of the patriotic lines attributed 
to Joan’s inspired lips. In the first scene of 
all the keynote of the play’s inner meaning 
was struck when Joan exclaimed: 

But France lives still, and France can 
never die.“ 

Long afterward in the performance when 
Joan, after her victories, is being taunted in 
prison by her foes, she rises to prophetic fer- 
vor in defying Warwick. The English words 
are too feeble to give any idea of what 1s ut- 
tered, but as Bernhardt delivers this superb 
menace, *‘La France renaitra dans le dernier 
Frangais!’’ it is enough to transform an audi- 
ence of Americans into a thrilled crowd of 
Frenchmen. “La France renaitra! It is 
not to be forgotten as a mere triumph of elo- 


cution. 
Joan to Charlies VII. 


Before thie climax was reached in the 
fourth act a beautifully delivered passage was 
Joan’s exposition of God's will to Charles 
VII. and the French court. This occurs at 
the end of the second act. The Maid chooses 
the cry of Peter the Hermit that threw the 
waves of Western chivalry against the Orient: 
„God wills it!“ This cry reiterated with in- 
creasing vehemence stirs the stagnant court 
to enthusiasm, and lifts the audience by.grada- 
tions to the blossoming of the noble passion. 

It is unfortunate that the author (the play, 
it should have been said, 1s recent and by M. 
Jules Barbier) becomes feeble in Act III., 
and the beautiful prayer uttered by Joan be- 
fore the onset on the English is ineffective in 
comparative dramatic value. The balance is 
restored by the great dialogue, already refer- 
red to, in Act IV. between Joan and War- 
wick. 

The performance ends with the historical 
funeral pile; but a description of the tableau 
must be deferred. The fifth act 1s, of course, 
principally pictorial. 

M. Duquesne, the villain of “La Tosca, 
won new creilit by his rough-hewn impersona- 
tion of the bold soldier Lahire. Mme, Jeanne 
Mea as Iseult pleased the eye, and M. Dar- 
mont (author of “Pauline Blanchard,” a 
new play in which Mme. Bernhardt will ap- 
pear shortly), was highly picturesque as De 
Thouars, the favorite. The Charles VII. of M. 
Fleury was estimable. 

There were some amusing anachronisms in 
upholstery (the costumes were correct and in- 
structive), but as these were of necessity, not 
of carelessnes3, they need not be commented 
upon.

Why the Play Was Suppressed by the Gov- 
ernment—Her Opinion of Sardou, 

J am quite weary of hearing of Parisian 

theatrical riots, said Mme. Bernhardt on Mo- 

Vicker’s stage last evening when asked re- 


garding the production of Sardou’s ** [hermi- | 


dor’’ in New York this week. What with 
the opposition to ‘ Lohengrin’ and the trouble 
caused by Thermidor, one might gather the 
impression that the theater-goers of Paris are 
a violent class. Americans should take these 
reports with some allowance, for they know 
how easy it is for a few disreputable persons 
to organize a disturbance. You have had 
your Anarchists in Chicago, have you not? 
Very well. These disturbances have been 
caused by the Anarchists of Paris.” 

‘* Nevertheless it is a fact that the govern- 
ment suppressed ‘Thermidor’ after the sec- 
ond performance at the Théater Frangais, is 
it not?“ she was asked. 

It is, but this was not a concession to the 
rioters. It would have been done just as soon 
as if there had been nodemonstration against 


I left there while it was in rehearsal. I sat 
through a dress rehearsal, however, and I 
have the strongest admiration for the drama. 
It is most powerful and thoughtful. I speak 
of it now purely as a play without regard to 
any of the author’s theories and dogmas. It 
was first performed in January last, and for 
weeks before the first production the actors 
expressed concern as to the outcome, There 
was much agitation, much suspense. The re- 
sult justified the apprehension of the actors.

Brermupa, Oct. 6.—A tremendous wind and 
rain storm has been raging around Bermuda 
for two days, and all incoming steamers re- 
port having experienced very rough weather. 
It took the mail-steamer Duart Castle seven 
days to make the run from St. Thomas to Ber- 
muda. The Captain reports having en- 
countered the worst weather in all his long ex- 
perience. The steamer ran short of coal and 
with difficulty reached port, having to burn 
the vessel’s woodwork. 

Havana, Oct. 6.—The barometer now regis- 
ters 753 60-100 millimeters. Sefior Vines, the

T. Lyle Dickey, having a fine command of 
twelve full companies, was desirous of keep- 
ing it intact and not weakening his command 
by details for detached service, but he was a 
true soldier and believed in obeying or- 
ders, so orders were sent to the several 
companies for the commanding officer of

OLD COMRADES OF THE GENERAL, 


Survivors of the Twenty-first Infantry to 
: Parade Today. 

About thirty grizzled veterans, most of 
them past the age of 50 and the majority crip- 
pled in some way from wounds caused by 
rebel bullets, will assemble in Room 77 in the 
Federal Building this morning under com- 
mand of Capt. Ed Harlan, the ranking officer 
of the old Twenty-first Infantry, Grant’s old 
regiment. These thirty are all that are left 
of the famous regiment of which Grant was 
elected Colonel in April, 1861, at Springfield. 
Grant left the regiment in September the 
same year for higher honors bestowed on him, 
but the regiment was commanded by others 
and was mustered out at the close of the war a 
shattered little band of heroes, crippled and 
maimed, most of them. The regiment went 
through all the heavy battles in Tennessee. 
In four hours at Stone River in the thickest 
of the fight the men of the Twenty-first fell 
to the number of 300, almost half the 
regiment and at Chickamaugua the Twenty- 
first gained honor and renown but lost most 
of its best men. Those that are left will 
gather together this morning and march to 
the place assigned them in the parade. At 
their head will be the flag that floated at the 
regimental headquarters when Grant was 
elected its Colonel. The precious flag is torn 
and tattered now, but it is prized above all 
other mementos of the regiment’s past, be- 
cause it, too, like its followers, is cut through 
with rebei bullets.

Wuereas, The Superintendent of the census, 
for the purpose of concealing from the people the 

ievous results of misgevernment by the old po- 
litical parties, has directly violated the above 
statutes by directing his enumerators to report 
only those mortgages which are a lien upon farms 
and homes occupied by owners.“ and to in- 
clude no valuations of real estate occupied by ten- 
ants or hired, nor the indebtedness upon the same 
if it may be reasonably avoided. And 

WHEREAS, This Violation of the statutes ren- 
ders the census of 1890, taken at great expense to 
the people, of no value as a report either of the 
numbers of tenants on land in the United States 
or the reai amount of the mortgage indebtedness 
of our citizens. Therefore, 

esolved, That the Alliance Senators and mem- 
bers of Congress are Oe pene requested to take 
steps to secure a bona fide census of the indebted- 
ness of the people of the United States and also 
to have the Superintendent of the Census prose- 
cuted at law for his gross violation of the laws of 
the country. 

The Twine Trust company was attacked 
with great bitterness, and the Governor was 
urged to have twine manufactured by the con- 
victs of the State prison.

Nzw Tonk, Oct. 6.— Special.] —Iaspector 
Byrnes and Dictrict-Attorney Nichol have be- 
gun to fight another round in their long- 
drawn fight with the city bookmakers, Thir- 
ty-four of these men were arrested in four 
pool-rooms today in the very act of taking 
bets on the races at Jerome Park. They were 
taken to police headquarters in Mulberry 
street, bolted and locked in cells for three 
hours and a half, and then bailed out iu 
$500 each to appear at the Tombs 
Police Court tomorrow morning for examina- 
tion. Their offanse was making bets in this 
city on races that were run on the Jérome 
Park track. That is contrary to the statute 
known as the Ives pool law. When that was 
passed making it a misdemeanor to bet on 
rdces in this State away from the track they 
were being run on the men who made books 
in New York City felt sore oppressed.

It is now over a 
year since her husband has furnished — 
means for her support, she alleges, althoug 
he has an income of something like $2,000 a 
year. The complainant demands the custody 
of the child, alimony, and attorney’s fees, and 
a complete and absolute separation. 

The answer isa deftly drawn affair. In it 
the husband assents the child has not lived in 
Otherwise the 
answer is very general in its character. 
Starting out it s alle that Mrs. Blaine is 
nota bona fide resident of South Dakota; 
that she merely came to this State to procure 
a divorce. It denied that the defendant de- 
serted his wife, and maintains that it was the 
other way—that she deserted him. Mr. Blaine 
alleges that he has never refused to support 
his child, but is ever ready and willi to do 
so. He further denies that has 
refused to support his wife, or that 
his action has caused her to live on the 
charity of ber relatives. As to his income, it 
will cease Dec, 1, he asserts, and that he has 
no assurance of future employment and no 

roperty except what he earns by his personal 

abor. As to the child, he wants the court to 
grant its custody in his possession ; that it will 
be placed in the care of the child’s grand- 
father and grandmother, and be given advan- 
tages it would not be able to secure otherwise, 
and further alleges that the child was not now 
under wholesome influences when in his wife’s 
care. 


NORTH DAKOTA WHEAT CROP IN DANGER 


Alarm Over the Failure of Farmers to 
Thrash Their Grain—Snow Reported. 

MixxRATotus, Minn., Oct. 6.—[Special. }— 
The alarming condition of the wheat crop in 
North Dakota caused by the failure of the 
farmers to promptly thrash their grain is 
causing much uneasiness in grain circles. The 
continued wet weather is having a very dam- 
aging effect on the grain still in shock, which 
in many localities amounts to nearly one-half 
of the entire yield. The damage is by no 
means confined to any one locality but ex- 
tends over nearly the entire State. The larg- 
est amount of damage has been done in the 
Red River Valley, where it is feared all the 
wheat still in shock will be not only damaged 
but completely ruined. 

The damage extends as high as what is 
termed the second branch of the Red River 
Valley. On the slopes of the Missouri the 
prospects are much brighter. The soil is 
more sandy in that locality and quicker-grow- 
ing crops resulted. There has also been less 
rainfall there. Still, the damage at best will 
be considerable. Col. C. A. Morton of Fargo, 
an authority on the subject, says: 

“The present outlook for a portion of this 
crop—not less than 40 per cent of it—is de- 
cidedly squally. Of all the grain raised in 
North Dakota, fully that per cent is today in 
the shock and nv small portion of it is sprout- 
ing. If this weather continues the stuff will 
be rotten, worthless, unfit even for hog feed. 
Of course, with clear weather, there will 
be a large amount of wheat good for some 
purposes, but not for the manufacture of 
patent process flour.

He sometimes 
half starved her on the poorest kind of food, 
and shortly before her first child was born he 
forbade her to see any of her friends or 
relatives, and when ill abused her because a 
physician had been summoned. A few 
months ago Mrs, Barnett went to live with her 
mother at Wauponsee, where she could have 
some comfort and attention.

LIKELY TO TOPPLE OVER ANY TIME. 


Superintendent Bell’s Report on the Chi- 
cago Postofiice, 


Wasnuineton, D. C., Oct. 6.— [Special. — 
When Supervising Architect Ed brooke opened 
his mail at the Treasury Department this 
morning he found in it a long report from Su- 
perintendent Bell of the Chicago Custom- 
House on the condition of affairs in that 
structure, and, as will be seen by Mr. Bell’s 
letter, the only remedy for the existing evil 
is anew building from foundation to attic, 
and his views on the subject are as follows: 

In reporting to you the condition of this 
building and the work of repairs authorized 
from time to time I have to say the settle- 
ments have continued to occur almost daily 
and at such places throughout the entire build- 
ing as to cause great uncertainty as to when 
certain portions of the building will become 
unsafe. It is certain these settlements will 
continue unless arrested by a new foundation 
under the entire building, which would incur 
an expense estimated at not less than $500,000. 
Should this expense be incurred the question 
of the inadequacy of the building as it now is 
would still be without remedy. The construc- 
tion of entresol stories in the main Postoffice 
work-room, now well under way, will afford 
some relief, Sut not sufficient, as is well 
known. 

„The repairs which I have at different 
times recommended and which have 
been authorized by the department have been 
entirely in the line of strengthening the build- 
ing and repairing the loosened tiling, broken 
plaster, cornice stonework, and uneven floors 
in the different rooms. Your attention is re- 
spectfully called to the several reports made 
to the Postmaster-General by the Postmaster 
relative to the necessity of utilizing the availa- 
ble space now comprising the grounds sur- 
rounding the present building to the street 
lines. I cannot too strongly urge the necesity 
for utilizing this space by the construction of 
annexes to the present building, or by the 
construction of an entirely new building, the 
outside walls of which would conform to the 
present street building lines. 

In view of the fact that the present building 
has been a constant source of expense for re- 
pairs caused by improper foundation con- 
struction, and that the postoffice work of this 
city has entirely outgrown the capacity of the 
building, I have to recommend to you 
that provision be made for an entirely 
new building., which, when completed, 
will embrace all the available space 
now comprising the postoffice site. I am 
convinced the present building will continue 
to be a constant source of expense for exten- 


sive repairs to keep it in a safe condition for 


occupancy, and further that it will be much 
more economical in theend to build an entirely 
new building, utilizing all old material in the 
present buildi as far as practicable. In 
view of the constant settlements that have oc- 
curred since the building was first occupied 
there is no hope for a cessation, which I at 
one time confidently anticipated; and while 
these settlements continue question of 
safety to the ee must necessarily cause 
great anxiety. ith all the care that can be 
exerciséd in foreseeing possible emergencies 
it is a serious matter and one of great respon- 
sibility to further 38388 the lives of the 
employés ana the public who are compelled to 
transact , business within the walls of this

ITS WORK ON THE SQUARE 


MEETING OF THE GRAND LODGE oF 
ILLINOIS MASONS, | 


The Fifty-second Communication Held in 
Central Music Hall~Monree C. Craw- 
ford Chosen Grand Master—Other Of- 
ficers Elected—Encouraging Reports Re- 
ceived from All Quarters—How the 
Funds Should Be Invested—Session of 
the Order of the Eastern Star. 

‘The fifty-second communication of the 


Grand Lodge of Illinois, A. F. and A. M., be- 
gan yesterday at Central Music Hall. The 


hall was comfortably full when at 10 o’clock: 


the proceedings began. Besides representa- 
tives of the 780 lodges in Illinois, each of which 
is entitled to three delegates, there was a 
large number of past grand officers, Among 
these were De Witt C. Cregier, Gen. John C, 
Smith, and D. J. Avery. The first day of the 
communication, which will occupy three days 
in all, was devoted to the reading of reports of 
officers and committees and the election of of- 
ficers for the ensuing year. Today there will 
be only a morning session in order that the 
representatives may attend the ceremonies at 
the unveiling of the Grant statue, 

Grand Master John M. Pearson of Godfrey 
called the communication to order, He then 
read his report. Among other things he said: 

The same feature in our work that I mentioned 
last year, the building and furnishing comfortable 
and convenient homes for our lodges, has been 
prominent during this year, and have been 


gratified to find the manifest purpose of so many 
of our lodges to secure beautiful and commodi- 
ous halls. From the reports of the District Dep- 
uty Grand Masters the general report is peace 
and harmony.“ not meaning that peace that pre- 
cedes dissolution, but peace arising from a firm 
and faithful performance of duty. 

I sadly report to you the death of three past 
officers of this Grand Lodge. R. W. Bro, Anite 
J. Kuykendall, for three years Senior Grand War- 
den of this Grand Lodge, departed this life at his 
home in Vienna, Johnson County, May 11, 1891. 
R. W. Bro. H. A. Johnson, Past Grand Orator, 
died athis home in — Feb. 26,1891. W. 
Bro. John D. Hamilton, Past Senior Grand 
Deacon, died in the City of Chester Wednesday, 
Aug. 13, 1591. 

The report also mentioned a large number 
of deaths among other jurisdictions and in the 
Masonic ranks of the State. Some attention 
is also given to the five schools of instruction 
held in the State at Watseka, Nasnville, 
Olney, Morris, and Monmouth. The attend- 
ance at these schools, each of which lasted 
three days, had not been as large as the at- 
tendance last year for the reason that all were 
held in the smaller towns. The Grand Master 
said he had purposely avoided the large cities 
this year because schools had previously been 
held in all of them, and it seemed desirable to 
extend the work in new fields. The report 
commended all the school as useful. Seven 
new lodges had been constituted during the 
year: at Victoria, Knox County; at Irving Park 
and Englewood, Cook County; at Roodhouse. 
Greene County; at Sidell, Vermillion Coun- 
ty; at Karber’s Ridge, Harden County; and 
at Colfax, McLean County. Commissions as 
Deputy Grand Lecturers had been issued 
after due examination to twenty-one brethren. 
A great number of corner-stones of public and 
other buildings had been laid during the year, 
the one of most interest to the — 
ing the Masonic Temple in this city, laid Nov. 
6, 1890. The Grand Master paid a tribute to 
the late Norman T. Gassette, who was 80 
active in promoting the enterprise. A large 
number of halls had been dedicated to the 
pur of Freemasonry during the year, in- 
— — a Masonic Temple at Joliet. A great 
number of lodges, U. D., had been formed. 
Two lodges had voluntarily surrendered their 
charter—Elwood Lodge, No. 589, located at 
Humboldt, Coles County, and Irvington 
Lodge, No. 650, at Irvington, Washington 
County. 

Investments of the Order. 

The Grand Master recommended that Para- 

raph 5, uf Sec. 1, Art. 6, of Part First, Grand 

go By-Laws, be amended. It requires the 
Grand Treasurer to invest moneys belongin 
to the general and charity funds in Uni 
States securities. The Grand Master says on 
this point: 

Twenty years ago, when this by-law was adopt- 
ed, these securities were unquestionably the best 
investment for our grand lodge, but for the last 
few years, for reasons well known to most of you, 
they have ceased to be a payi investment. 
Their high price, low interest, and liability to be 
— at any time unfits them for our use with any 

ope of receiving a return fer the use of the 
funds. I revommend that said paragraph be 
amended so as to allow the Grand Treasurer to 
otherwise invest our funds, under such general 
rule as our Finance committee may recommend 
and Grand Lodge approve. , 

Grand Secretary Loyal L. Munn next sub- 
mitted his report. It showed the present 
total membership of the lodges in the State to 
be 43,930, a net increase over last year of 
1,549. Of this membership 40,589 are resi- 
dents and 3,341 non-residents. The sum of 
$16,992 had been contributed by the different 
lodges to charity among needy members or 
their widows and orphans. The contributions 
to Masons not members of their respective 
lodges amounted to $5,227 more, and to the 
Illinois Masonic Orphans’ Home $1,084. This 
makes the total contributions to charitable 
objects $23,304. A large amount not includ- 
ed in the reports from the different lodges had 
been contributed by members individually. 


Chicago Lodges Prosperous, 

The number of lodges in Chicago is sixty- 
two. with a membership of 10,158, payin 
grand lodge dues of $7,548. They contribu 
to charity during the year $10,812. There was 
a net increase in membership of 647. There 
are not as many affiliated Masons in Cook 
County in proportion to its inhabitants as in 
the rest of the State. On recommendation of 
the Committee on Lodges charters of, twelve 
lodges U. D. were ordered issued. 

Officers were elected for the ensuing year as 
follows: Monroe C. Crawford, Jonesboro, 
Grand Master; Leroy A. Goddard, Marion, 
Deputy Grand Master; Owen Scott, Bloom- 
ington, Senior Granc Warden; Edward Cook, 
Chicago, Junior Grand Warden; Wiley M. 
Egan, Chicago, Grand Treasurer; Loyal L. 
Munn, Freeport, Grand Secretary. Mr. Egan 
enjoyed the distinction of being reélected 
Grand Treasurer by a unanimous vote. Grand 
Secretary Munn was the only other officer re- 
elected, the others each being advanced a step 
from their last year’s positions. 

Topics to Be Discussed, 

Many of the most important matters to 
come before the Grand Lodge were nut tuuched 
upon yesterday. The report of the Committee 
on Foreign Correspondence is expected to be 
especially interesting. The old-time controversy 
over the Scottish rite will probably have a 
place in this report. Past Grand Master Jo- 
seph Robbins of Quincy is expected to have 
something interesting to say. Another matter 
of interest will be a proposed reduction of the 
per diem ard mileage now allowed to repre- 
sentatives. It has been 10 cents per mile. A 
fight on this will probably be made by the 
country members, who receive the chief bene- 
fit from the mileage. The city representatives 
think 10 cents a mile is excessive in view of 
the excursion rates offered by all the railroads. 
The economists are also said to favor cutting 
down the salary of the Grand Mastér from 
$1,500 to $1,200, and that of the Grand Secre- 
tary: from $2,500 to $2,000. 


ORDER OF THE EASTERN STAR. 


Wives, Daughters, and Sisters of Masons 
Also Hold a Meeting. 

Representatives of the Order of the Eastern 
Star from all parts of the State to the number 
of 500 convened in annual session yesterday 
at the rooms of the Oriental Consistory. 
Worthy Matron Sue M. Simpson called the 
convention to order at 10 o’clock, and with a 
brief intermission for lunch the session lasted 
all day. 

Illinois leads all the States in the number of 
chapters and members. Up to two years ago 
California was the foremost State iu the order, 
but it has fallen back into second place. IIli- 
nois has now about 200 chapters, thirty-five of 
which were organized within the last year. 
The Order of the Eastern Star was instituted 
for the benefit of the wives, daughters, sis- 
ters, mothers, and widows of Master Masons, 
all of whom are eligible to membership.

Inn Constitution of the United States of 
Brazil, adopted Feb. 24 last, provides an edu- 
cational limitation to citizenship, though the 
requirement is not of a high order.

HOW ENGLAND HAS GROWN RICH ON 
HER BALAPCE OF TRADE. 
For years American free-trade papers have 


argued that the English as a commercial na- 


tion make their profit by purchasing more 
than they sell, and that what they buy, minus 
the volume of their sales, constitutes the 
measure of their profit. This statement of 
the case has been put forward so constantly 
and persistently that very many readers have 
come to believe it, and perhaps the oft reitera- 
tion has résulted in its being regarded by the 
writers as axiomatic, though they ought to be 
intelligent enough to know better. It is true 
the Treasury trade figures published one year 
after another show a balance against England, 
but that balance is only an apparition and 
not an entity. The balance-sheet statement 
takes no account of the enormous profit which 
England makes by handling and fetching and 
carrying the goods brought from and sent to 
all parts of the earth. 

This profit is made up of several items. 
There is the ordinary one to the merchant in 
the shape of a difference between his buying 
and selling figures, then the enormous aggre- 
gate of steam and sail transportation charges 
on the ocean, and the discounts of the banker, 
the latter not only charging for the drawing of 
bills against the goods, but interest for several 
months on a large part of their value, the 
property while in transit being literally car- 
ried ” by the banker. All this is admitted by 
British statesmen and those British mer- 
chants who are sufficiently wise to understand 
the facts of the case. One of the former said 
a year or two ago, in answer to a question, 
that the profits on the foreign commerce of 
the country amount to at least forty to fifty 
million pounds annually, or $200,000,000 to 
$250,000,000, All this is practically made on 
the export side of the business, and if it be 
added to the nominal figures representing the 
first cost the deficiency disappears at once. 

Bear in mind the value of the goods bought 
by Great Britain for import is estimated at 
the cost of the same delivered m English ports. 
That aggregate one year with another is about 
$1,200,000,000. But the foreign sellers of the 
property do not receive the amount named, 
or anything like it, as it includes the cost of 
carriage from foreign countries, from India, 
China, Japan, Australia, Canada, the United 
States, South America, Mexico, Scandinavia, 
Russia, Italy, Greece, Turkey, Austria, Africa, 
and every other part of the globe from which 
merchandise of any kind is transported under 
the British flag, this including a large part of 
the entire commeree of the world. Those for- 
eign sellers hardly receive a billion dollars 
for their $1,200,000,000 worth of goods laid 
down in British ports. And the exports of 
Great Britain billed at 1,000 millions of dol- 
lars as they leave her ports are sold for at 
least 1,200 millions at the ports of the coun- 
tries which buy them, and every penny of 
that additional 200 millions goes into the 
pockets of British shippers and bankers. 

This profit each way makes a difference of 
at least $400,000,000 between the theoretical 
and the true account, and it is probabie that 
for the last thirty or forty years the annual 
average has not been less than $200,000,000, 
This is an immense aggregate, but the case is 
not overstated. If the case were not 
represented England could not have the enor- 
mous loanable capital it possesses today. It 
is said that the interest paid on that capital 
loaned to the colonies, India and other coun- 
tries, is sufficient to pay for all the bread and 
meat consumed by the entire population of 
the two islands. It equals four or five hundred 
million dollars per year—the interest on Brit- 
ish loans. That is the income of the British 
capitalists on the accumulations of profit 
from toreige trade after paying current costs 
of maintaining the people. How could Eng- 
land have made all that vast profit if the bal- 
ance of trade had been against her, as the free- 
traders claim? 


THE BRIGGS HERESY TRIAL. 

One of the most important trials in the his- 
tory of Presbyterianism is now engaging the 
attention of the New York Presbytery. There 
have been other trials in the history of this 
denomination which have aroused a great de- 
gree of public interest, but none of them 
have been as momentous and far-reaching in 
their results as this. Early in the century 
Thomas S. Craighead of Kentucky was 
brought up for trial for heresy in the matter 
of foreordination, but death anticipated the 
verdict of his prosecutors. Thirty or forty 
years ago Aibert Barnes, the well-known com- 
mentator, was tried by the Philadelphia Pres- 
bytery upon the charge of denying the impu- 
tation of sin through Adam's fall and the doc- 
trine of the atonement, but he was acquitted. 
Then came the well-known trial of Prof. 
Swing, with which the public is atquainted 
sufficiently. The trial of Prot. Briggs, how- 
ever, Outweighs them all in importance, for 
his alleged heresy goes to the foundations of 
Presbyterianism. 

The indictment of Prof. Briggs has been 
presented and he now has ten days in which 
to prepare for trial. The charges made 
against him grow out of his inaugural ad- 
dress, made last winter before Union Semi- 
nary, and involve the issues of the inspira- 
tion, authenticity, and inerrancy of tho Bible 
and the character, condition, and sanctifica- 
tion of believers after death. The specifica- 
tions under the two charges are explicit. They 
set forth that Dr. Briggs has made the Bible, 
the church, and the reason the fountains of 
divine authority; that he has affirmed saving 
knowledge may be obtained through the 

church by some who cannot find it in the 
scriptures; that some may find that knowl- 
edge by their reason; that the temperaments 
and environments of men determine which of 
thethree ways of access to God they may pursue ; 
that some of his statements as to the script- 
ures cannot be reconciled with the doctrine of 
inspiration: that he asserts Moses is not the 
author of the Pentateuth and Isaiah is not 
‘author of ‘half of the books which bear his 
name; and that he teaches that “ predictive 
prophecy has been reversed by history and 


filled.“ The points are made sharply ana

clearly. When put in a nutshell they involve 


the issue of the divine inspiration of the Bible 
and its absolute inerrancy as against the the- 
| oty that it was written by men and is subject 


to scholarly criticism, and the doctrine of 
sanctification after death, which is in violation 
of the standards of the church. | 

It is intimated that whichever side loses the 
case will go to the Synod and thence to the 
General Assembly, In the meantime Dr. 
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aes his position in 
Union Seminary, to which he was transferred 
recently from the Hebrew chair and in which 
he will be sustained by the directors of the 
seminary, notwithstanding the action of the 
General Assembly at Detroit. That the sem- 
inary will stand by him at any cost is fore- 
shadowed in the address made by Prof. 
Vincent a few days since, in which he 
squarely toed the line where Prof. Briggs 
stands, and contended valiantly for the higher 
criticism. Fora year to come at least there 
will be no peace in the Presbyterian fold. 
There are determined and energetic forces at 
work among the fundamentals. Union is 
pitted against Princeton, and Princeton is 
represented by a hearty hater and good fight- 
er. The rank and file will rally round the re- 
spective standards, and there is little doubt 
that the heresy will burst seminary bounds 
and that the stanch old church of Calvinism 
will be full of dissensiun. How it will all end 
no one van say. The Union Seminary here- 
tics may be deposed, but other heretics will 
crop out. The church itself may be disrupted 
if the conservatives cling too closely to the 
medieval standards. i 


HOW TO PUT THE BALANCE OF TRADE 
IN OUR FAVOR. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal professes 
to be unable to see what advantage it would 
be to the people of the United States to send 
to the Latin American nations south of us a 
hundred milhon dollars’ worth of our 
produce and manufactures each year in excess 
of what we now send them, so as to avoid hav- 
ing to pay the 100 millions of trade balance 
with those countries in gold or bonds to 
Europe. It says: 

To send a portion of our agricultural products 


to South America and Central America would 
not alter the totals on the international ledger. 


This statement can only be understood by 
supposing the writer to mean that if we had 
sold last year $100,000,000 more of our farm 
and factory products to the peoples of Latin 
America we should have sold that much less 
to the countries of Europe. If itz does not 
mean that it is mere rant. If it does not 
mean that the Courier-Journal is fearfully 
lame in its logic and philosopy and ideas of 
commercial matters. Either way it has made 
abad blunder. Anybody can see that if we 
had had an additional demand by the Latin- 
American countries for the products of our 
fields and factories to the extent of eighty to a 
hundred millions of dollars in each year since 
1880 we should have easily filled it and been 


_ vastly the better for it. The first effect would 


have been to force Europe to pay us 
higher prices for our farm produce 
or look elsewhere for foodstuffs to 
fill their deficiencies, and having to do that 
would have increased the compensation paid 
our farmers for their products, as is always 
the case with an enlargement of demand witp- 
out a corresponding augment in the supply. 
Besides we have not in all that time had a 
market large enough to take the whole of our 
agricultural surplus, and for that reason prices 
have ruled solow as to depress the farming 
interest all over the United States and repress 
production, especially in the West. We could 
easily have supplied the Latin countries south 
of us with the greatly increased quantities of 
foodstuffs they would have taken as a conse- 
quence of a removal of their prohibitory 
duties, and at the same time have forwarded 
to Europe all the food wanted by the people 
of that continent, with its outlying islands, so 
that we could have sent abroad an average of 
$100,000,000 more of our products per year 
than the quantity actually shipped from our 
shores. Would that important fact have made 
no difference in the totals on our account in 
the ledger? Does the Courier-Journal think 
there is a single one of its readers foolish 
enough to believe the absurd statement above 
quoted ? | 

In this case there would not only have been 
amuch greater output, but the whole of it 
would have been sold at higher prices rer 
bushel of grain and per pound of meat. The 
increased demand would have raised quota- 
tions on all that was sold at home as well as 
abroad. Evidently the Courier-Journal has 
no eye capable of appreciating the disastrous- 
ly depressing effect of a small unsold surplus 
of any article that is produced. But that un- 
willingness to see does not prevent the people 
from feeling the full force of the fact that a 
whole crop sells much lower when it is be- 
lieved that the supply exceeds the demand. 
There is then a competing rush between sell- 
ers and a corresponding holding off on the 
part of buyers till a much lower scale of prices 
is reached, 

So it is easy to understand that if during the 
last decade we had had the 40 millions of peo- 
ple of Latin America for customers on the 
plan of Blaine's reciprocal trade the adverse 
balance with them would have been a non-ex- 
istent quantity, and we should not have been 
obliged to send six or eight hundred million 
dollars’ worth of securities to Europe to 
square the accounts of our international 
trade by giving our note for the deficit. 

But it is also evident that with the realiza- 
tion of better prices on the whole crop of a 
much larger quantity sold the farmers of the 
country would have had a vastly enhanced 
power to purchase city goods, which would 
have resulted in a far greater measure of 
prosperity to merchauts, artisans, carriers by 
rail and water, and in fact to all classes who 
gain a living by theirown exertions. Surely 
the Courier-Journal ought to be able to see 
when looking at the matter in this light that 
it has so grossly misrepresented the case as to 
render itself ridiculous in the estimation of 
intelligent readers. Tae Trisuwe gives t 
credit for ability to perceive the truth, and 
can only regret that it should be so disingenu- 
ous as to try to bolster upa bad cause with 
such transparant nonsense as is contained in 
the insinuation that we would Lot be bene- 
fited by increasing our exports to the extent 
vf a hundred millions or more annually, or 
that we could not increase them if new mar- 
kets were opened to our plows, looms, and 
anvils,

ONE OF THE CREGIER JOBS, 

Ald. Sexton’s resolution in reference to the 
North Shore inlet tunnel introduced in the 
Council Monday evening recalls one of the 
worst jobs of the last days of the Cregier 
administration. Tas Trarsuwe denounced the 
job when it was first proposed and everything 
then predicted in these columns concerning it 
have been burne out to the letter. The ex- 
tension of the Chicago avenue inlet tunnel 
was undertaken at atime when the condition 
of the water fund did not warrantit. It was 
evident to every thoughtful citizen who gave 
the subject any consideration that no relief 
could be obtained from the extension last 
summer, though that was the promise of the 
Cregierites. It was plain to the commonest 
understanding that a pure water supply could 
not be obtained from a crib located inside the 
government breakwater. tut Cregier and his 
underlings insisted that the tunnel would be 
completed during the summer, that the water 
supply could then be augmented, and that 
the increased supply would be pure and 
wholesome.: The Cregier engineers, the 
Cregier Aldermen, the Cregier organs, the 
Cregier Finance committee—including the 
too facile Republican members—repeated this, 
and the job“ was put through. 

The contractor doubtless made handsome- 
ly, and new places were made for inspectors, 
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depleted by it, and now one of the Cregier 
Aldermen acknowledges by resolution in the 
Council that every charge made in Tux Tar- 
ung before the job was perpetrated was 

The turinel will not be completed till the 
15th of November. It was promised the 20th 
of June. Says Mr. Sexton: 

It is well known that pure water cannot be ob- 


The new tunnel, therefore, instead of improv- 
ing our water supply, will be a standing men- 
ace to its purity, for it is proposed, or, rather, 
it was proposed, to draw the water through 
this tunnel and mingle it with the water from 
the two and a half mile crib, thus polluting 
the whole supply. 

The tunnel must be wholly abandoned or 
further extended. It wouid be ridiculous to 
extend it only to the two-mile old crib. That 
crib is not far enough out by more than a 
mile. At the time Cregier & Co. were putting 
through this wasteful, useless “job” Tux 
Trisune pointed out that it would be infin- 
itely wiser and better tu extend the two tun- 
nels to the old crib one mile or more tarther 
out, so that the intake would be beyond the 
reach of contaminated water from the river 
where it discharged into thelake. But not 
the slightest heed was paid to Tan Trrsuns’s 
sound advice by the rascals who were pushing 
their corrupt job. And that extension is the 
proper thing to do even now. 


CLEVELAND JOINS TAMMANY. 

Night before last there was a reception at 
the New York Democratic club-rooms in 
honor of Banker Flower, the candidate for 
Governer. The event was made specially 
notable by the presence of Mr. Cleveland, 
who tore himself from the embraces of his lit- 
tle daughter to clasp to his bosom the stale 
charms of Tammany and to resume his chase 
of the Presidency, after a three-days’ vacation 
spent in domestic life. 

As was to be expected, Mr. Cleveland was 
called on for a speech, and willingly “* hove in 
a few remarks.“ After referring to the new 
honors which had been bestowed on him he 
came down to business and said: 

We arc now entering upon a most important 
conflict and, I assure you, that I do not want to 
be left out. At this time, which in my mind is 
one of the most important campaigns which we 
have yet entered—it is a time when all who call 
themselves Democrats should do their utmost for 
the success of the Democratic principles. Let it 
be known that no greater necessity for the united 
action in the Empire State existed than now, and 
that it is the earnest and enthusiastic purpose of 
the Vemocratic party to elect their nominees. 
It is with the greatest pleasure that I say to you 
that the [Tammany] ticket you have nominated 
deserves the unqualified, earnest, and warmest 
support of the party, and any Democrat who fails 
in giving this will regret, it. 

He did nct touch on the silver question. He 
did not mention the tariff or the McKinley 
bill or reciprocity or say how he felt on the 
subject of repealing the sugar bounty. He 
confined himself to an appeal to his friends to 
vote for the whole Democratic ticket. This 
means to support Tammany, for that rotten 
and dishonest organization controlled the 
Democratic convention, nominated its own 
men for every office, and if they are elected 
will become the owver of the State as it has 
been so long of the tax-eaten city. Mr. 
Cleveland knows what Tammany is quite well. 
He knows what if can do to injure him. But 
he is ready to make peace and march under 
its banners in order in to reach the Presi- 
He hopes that in return for his sup- 
port of its candidate, Flower, for Governor he 
will have the delegates from his State next 
year at the Chicago convention. 

There are other New York Democrats, how- 
ever, who are not as ready as Mr. Cleveland 
to turn over their State to Tammany. They 
can remember the days when the Democratic 
party of their Commonwealth was ruled by 
men like Van Buren, Marcy, Wright, Sey- 
mour, and Tilden. These men were not al- 
ways scrupulous as to their political methods, 
but they were personally honest, and what- 
ever they did amiss was done for their party 
and not to fill their own pockets. It is not 
pleasing to decent Democrats to see such men 
succeeded by the vulgar, illiterate boodle rob- 
bers who are ana for sometime have been 
masters of the City of New York. 

Among these self-respecting Democrats is 
Herman Oelrichs, a leading German and the 
representative of the State on the Democratic 
National committee. He has resigned his 
position because the last convention recog- 
nized Tammany as the Democratic party and 
refused to recognize the County Democrats, 
who may not be shining models of virtue, but 
who at least are not blackmailers and thieves. 
Mr. Oelrichs says: 

This is equivalent to a declaration by the Demo- 
cratic party of the State, through its convention, 
that Tammany Hall is the only Democratic body 
in the City and County of New York; that voters 
can prove their Democracy only by accepting its 
methods, voting for its candidates, and being 
willing to be represented by its delegates in the 
party councils. It is equivalent to a declaration 
that there are and can be no Democrats outside 
of Tammany, and the standard of Democracy is 


the approval of Tammany’s men and Tammany’s 
methods. 


If many other Democrats follow in the foot- 
steps of Mr. Oelrichs Mr. Flower’s chances of 
success will be poor indeed. But if he is de- 
feated will Mr. Cleveland’s chances for a 
nomination and an election be bettered? 
Will not he regret in that event that he did 
not stick by his child’s ecradie a little longer 
and let the gang of robbers paddle their own 
canoes? 


MORMON SUPERSTITION AND HUMBUG. 

A dispatch from Salt Lake City says that 
the second day’s session of the Mormon con- 
ference was devoted to the instruction of the 
faithful in religious work. The character of 
the faithful is indicated by the character of 
the instruction. Among the instructors were 
Apostle Merrill and George Q. Cannon. The 
first named had the brazen audacity to an- 
nounce to his gaping audience that he had 
been resurrected from the dead and to criti- 
cise his auditors severely for embarking in 
business without first consulting those in au- 
thority. It needs no further illustration to 
show the ignorance, credulity, and supersti- 
tion of the Mormon laity than the fact that it 
would accept the alleged miracle as declared 
by this humbug apostle of Brigham Young. 
It demonstrates further that Mormonism can 
make no progress except among the densely 
ignorant. It is not at all unlikely that the 
laity of the church after swallowing such stuff 
as this will go still further and intrust its 
business interests to these Mormon leaders, 
who will at once proceed to recoup themselves 
fur their losses in revenue since the govern- 
ment foreed the church out of business.

Irrigation is almost as old as farming 
itself in many countries. It was known long 
ago in Italy, Spain, and France. The Greeley 
colonists, who had never seen the Mormon irri- 
gation system, adopted it near Denver a quarter 
of a century ago and achieved a remarkable 
success in utilizing the Rocky Mountain 
streams which pour down across the thirsty 
plain into the South Platte. Forty years ago 
the Californians employed it. It is an art 
almost as old as time. When, therefore, 
Elder Cannon talks of the nations of the earth 
bowing down and coming to the Salt Lake 
Zion to learn wisdom because of its irriga- 
tion system he is talking errant stuff and 
nonsense. That he cotid talk it at all is ex- 


piainable only on the theory of the dense ig- 


norance and credulity of his hearers, 
DEMOCRATIC CONGRESSMEN AND SUGAR 
BOUNTIES. | 


In one of his recent speeches Gov. Camp- 
bell of Ohio used strong language denouncing 
the payment of bounties to the producers of 
maple and cane sugar. But while denoun- 
cing these bounties he did not say that he fa- 
vored legislation to repeal them. Therefore 
this paper asked him te find out from the 
fourteen Democratic members from the ger- 
rymandered districts of his State, and also 
from its imported Democratic Senator, what 
they intend to do on that subject this winter 
when they were gathered together in their 
might at Washington. 

A local Democratic paper says “the in- 
formation desired by Taz Trisunz may be 
easily secured. Every declaration of Demo- 
cratic authority points to the immediate re- 
peal of the sugar bounty by the Democratic 
Congress. This does not meet the point. 
Democratic authority is a vague term. 
There is nothing to show that this particular 
Demorratic paper has a power of attorney to 
speak for the Democratic members of the 
next Congress. Why cannot they speak for 
themselves if they care to do so? That would 
be a little more official. Take Mr. Springer, 
for instance, who is a conspicuous candidate 
for Speaker. It would be more satisfactory 
to hear him say what he ititends doing than 
to be regaled with vague, vapid promises 
made for him by unauthorized sponsors. So 
with the three Democrats from Cook County. 
Why do not they come out and say what they 
intend todo? Are they unwilling to commit 
themselves on the Louisiana cane or California 
and Nebraska beet sugar bounty question? 

Nor must it be forgotten that there are 
two ways in which this question may be dealt 
with. The Democrats may fix up a great long 
tariff bill like the Mills bill and insert init a 
provision repealing the sugar bounties and 
also putting sugar itself back on the dutiable 
list, if they feel so inclined, or they can bring 
in a bill of a few lines which can be prepared 
in five minutes, simply domg away with these 
sugar bourties. To prepare the first of these 
bills would take a long time, and the Demo- 
crats would not expect the Senate to pass it. 
They would put it out merely asa campaign 
document. But the second bil might have 
some chance of passage. Itis the only way 
in which the Democrats possibly can do what 
this unauthorized volunteer organ say they 
are so anxious to do. 

Will Democratic Congressmen and Senators 
please speak out for themselves, whether they 
are really intending to do anything about this 
bounty matter this winter, and, if so, whether 
they will go at it in a practical or an imprac- 
ticable manner? Information obtained from 
them will be of value. Coming from others 
not authorized to speak for them it will be 
worthless.

The broad 
areas of the Northwestern States are especial- 
ly well adapted to tne production of flax, and 
their value should be much increased by the 
discovery named.

WILLIAM timely embarrassment 
HENKY SMITH. to the government. It 
will make it impossible to chirk any longer 
the burning question of precedence which has 
been put aside from time to time by the adop- 
‘ion of temporary arrangements to avoid the 
retirement of Mr. Smith, and which it was 


hoped could be thus postponed until after 


the general election. In the ordinary 
procedure the Hon. George J. Gosch- 
en, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
would be the successor of the First Lord of 
the Treasury upon a vacancy occurring in that 
office, and would succeed also to the leader- 
ship in the House of Commons for the gov- 
ernment. But Mr. Goschen is so intensely 
disliked on all sides, and is so utterly lacking 
in tact, that he would be a wellnigh impossi- 
ble choice for a leader. When Mr. Smith’s 
retirement on account of ill-health began to 
be mooted last sumwer, and the possibility of 
his being replaced by Goschen was talked of, 
the Tories, rank and file, signed a protest 
against such an arrangement, though it was 
knowo that Lord Hartington favored 
Goschen’s appointment, It was the iifficulty 
about selecting a successor that compelled 
Lord Salisbury to beg Mr. Smith not to retire, 
in face of the fact that the latter’s family were 
imploring him to stop. work, and his doctors 
were washing their hands of all responsibility 
for what would happen if he did not retire 
from an active participation in public busi- 


ness. 
Claim He Was Sacrificed, 

Mr. Smith's femily and friends are now 
bitterly complaining that he was sacrificed on 
the altar of political exigencies, and it is d iffi- 
cult to disagree with their view of the case, 
There is not the slightest doubt that it was 
only the knowledge that his retirement on the 
eve of a general election and in the existing 
circumstances relative to the personnel of the 
ministry might weaken the chances of Con- 
servative success at the polls that induced him 
to remain in office, 

It now r that his martyrdom was 
without avail, for the great question of pre- 
cedence has come up to plague Lord Salisbury 
in spite of all,and at a still more critical 
point of time than if the crisis had been al- 
lowed to come last summer. Nine out of 
ten of the Tories and numerous Unionists 
will insist upon the appointment of Mr. Bal- 
four as First Lord of the Treasury, with the 
leadership in the House, A few will urge the 
selection of the Rt.-Hon. Sir Michael Hicks. 
Beach, but the movement in his support is 
not a formidable one. In fact, while Mr. 
Goschen might yield his claims in favor of 
Mr. Balfour, he would not make way volun- 
tarily for any one else. He has a lively sense 
of his own abilities, and does not admit that 
merely because he is not as suave in manner 
as some others he has no political rights 
worth respecting. To offend Goschen is to 
throw away valuable support, yet there are 
grave objections to the appomtment of Mr. 
Balfour. He is invaluable where he is. The 
appointment of a weaker man in his place as 
Chief Secretary for Ireland would expose the 
ministry to the danger of playing into the 
hands of the Nationalists by some blunder in 
debate or administration, and thus throwing 
the country into a turmoil on the eve of the 
elections by destroying the pretense that Ire- 
land has been thoroughly pacified. 


Ritchie’s Chances. 


The strongest man the government has in 
reserve for the Chief Secretaryship is the Kt.- 
Hon. Charles T. Ritchie, now President of the 
Local Government Board, and, if Balfour is 
promoted, Ritchie's succession to his place 
can be most certainly predicted. 

The friends of Sir John Gorst, whose resig- 
nation of the position of Parliamentary Secre- 
tary for the India Office is at Lord Salisbury’s 
disposal, will, it is understood, do some in- 
triguing in his behalf, and indeed the chief 
function of Sir John for the last year or so 
has been to annoy the government of which, 
for some mysterious reason, he continues to 
be a member; but his appointment to succeed 
Balfour is only a remote possibility. The 

rincipal business to come before the next 

arliament is ex to be the Irish Local 
Government bill, and Mr. Ritchie is an ac- 
knowledged expert in the details of meas- 
ures of this sort, so that bis occupancy 
of the Irish Secretaryship would be peculiarly 
appropriate in one important respect, though 
he has not Balfour’s ability in debate. and 

robably not his facility in administration, 
Ritchie engineered the British Local Govern- 
ment bill with great tact, and showed such 
ability on that occasion that even Mr. Gliad- 
stone was moved to praise him and his work, 
If Ritchie becomes Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land Sir John Gorst will probably be offered 
the Presidency of the al Government 
Board, and Viscount George Richard Penn 
Curzon, member of Parliament for Bucking- 
hamshire, a relative by marriage of the Duke 
of Marlborough, will probably sueceed Gorst. 

The Liberals have decided to contest the 
Parliamentary seat for the Strand made vacant 
by the death of Mr. Smith. 


[William Henry Smith was born in Duke street, 
Grosvenor 8 in 1525, being at the 
time of his death in his 66th year, an age at which 
many of the lish leaders are considered in 
their prime. He received his schooling at the 

ammar school at Tavistock,a thorough aca- 
—— training, and though a graduate of no col- 
lege nor university, he was always considered a 
man of culture and. great mental attainments. 
Immediately on leaving school he entered tha 

eat railway publishing house of which his 
father was founder, as a partner, the firm being 
W.H. Smith & Son, and until he entered politics in 
1865 he gave his entire time and attention 
to his business, which under his management was 
so increased and extended that all the bookstalls 
and newsstands of every railway station through- 
out Great Britain came under the control of his 
house. His employés and assistants always re- 
garded him as a friend; he had their esteem and 
devotion, and this ge | regard existing be- 
tween employer and employé was in a great 
measure responsible for the great business built 
up under his management. A Conservative by 
temperament and association, he was regarded by 
his party as the 1 candidate that could be 
selected to contest Westminster with John Stuart 
Mill when he entered the political arena in 1865. The 
campaign resulted in defeat for Mr. Smith and 
the triumph of his great radical opponent. Three 
years later he defeated hia former victor by the 
votes of the same constituency, and until his 
death continued to represent the great district 
which had sent such men as Charles James Fox 
and Richard Brinsley Sheridan to the House of 
Commons, being returned in 1874 at the head of 
the poll. He was not a good speaker, not even a 
quick thinker, but possessed those qualifications 
which make a good debater, and though he 
made long pauses and frequeatly stuttered in his 
speech he at all times knew what he wanted to 
say, and said it in such a manner that no doubt 
existed in the minds of his hearers as to his mean- 
ing. Ip 1874 Mr. Smith was appointed Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury, which position he held 
until August. 1877, when he was appointed First 
Lord of the Admiralty and a Cabinet Minister to 
succeed the late Mr. Ward Hunt, retiring in 1880. 
During the autumnal races of 1878 in company 
with Col. T. A. Stanley he paid a visit to Cyprus. 
From 1870 to 1874 he was a re utative of West- 
minster on the London Sch Board. and for 
many years previous to his death he was a mem- 
ber of the Council of King’s College. He was a 
m trate and deputy lieutenant for Middlesex, 
and also a n te for Herts, Bucks, Oxon, 
Hertfordshire, and the Liberty of St. Albans. In

CELEBRATION OF THE LANDING OF 
THE COLONISTS IN 1863, 


Emigrants from the Fatherland Recall 
Their Advent on American Shores— 
Gen, Franz Sigel and Gov. Boles Ad- 
dress an Enthusiasti¢e Throng at Fort 
Madison, Ia.—Private Joe Tells of the 
German Soldiers in His Bloomington 
Speech. 

Fort Manson. Ia., Oct. 6.—[Special.]— 
The celebration of German day brought 10,000 
people to the city today. Despite the ram 
which set in about 10 a, m. the parade and the 
meeting in Central Park were a great success: 
Gen. Franz Sigel and Gov. Boies were the 
principal speakers. The buildings along the 
line of march were profusely decorated, and 
the copious precipitation did not dampen the 
ardor of the assembled thousands. Gov, 
Boies came in at 10 o’clock from Keokuk and 
was escorted to the hotel by Company F., I. 
N. G., of this place. The parade formed at 
10:30 in the drizzling-rain, and consisted of 
carriages containing local committees, Gen. 
Sigel, Gov, Boies, and the visiting delegates, 
with bands, floats of business houses 
here, and members of various German secret 
orders. The procession proceeded to Ceatral 
Park, where an élaborate program had been 
arranged. Rain was falling rapidly at this 
point, but it was determined to proceed with 
the program. Dr. H. A. Stempel, the Presi- 
dent of the day, made the openmg address, 
after which the singers of Darlington and 
Fort Madison rendered ** Das ist der Tag des 
Hern.“ The keys of the city were then de- 
livered to President Stempel by Mayor Hamil- 
ton in a neat speech. Gov. Boies was then 
introduced, but he made no speech, simply 
telling the people that he was here today as 
one among thousands to pay a tribute to the 

reat German American hero. Then Gen. 

ranz Sigel inade a spirited and dignified ad- 
dress of an hour’s length. He said in part: 

Icould not help accepting the call of Fort 
Madison for today, since | had never been in your 
beautiful city before and I had heard so much of 
Iowa hospitality. German day is one dear to our 
hearts, for on this day in 1683 the first Germans 
landed on our coast and founded acolony. At 
this time the Turks were knocking at the doors 
of Vienna and France was expelling all 

ans from her borders. Over 30,000 
went to Holland and then to England 
and about half of this number came to 

America. Germantown was their first settlement, 

where they were made welcome by William Penn. 

Germans proved good colonists... They assisted in 

building up the country and displayed solid 

achievements as the result of their presence. 

After the revolution of 1848 emigrants from Ger- 

many came to this country in a verita- 

ble torrent. They came by the hundreds 
of thousands. Their presence in America since 
that date has been fixed and certain. They will 
not disappear in America. They will retain their 
characteristics as Germans while gaining an un- 
severing loyalty to their country—America. In 
the late war they were found wholly identified 
with the Union cause and fought as true soldiers.

CELEBRATION IN BLOOMINGTON. 


Private Joe Fifer Tells of the Bravery of 
German Soldiers, 

Broomineton, III., Oct. 6.—[Special.]~The 
celebration of German day in Bloommgton 
was a grand event. It took the procession an 
hour to pass a given point. Gov. Fifer and 
State Superintendent Raab were the speakers 
of the day. Gov. Fifer spoke about half an 
hour and was frequently applauded. He said 
in part: 

One great fact let us stop to emphasize. The 
power of this early German racé lay in its devo 
tion to the hearthstone. Its homes were pure 
and sacred. Thesources of its life were thus 
kept ancorrupted. In that race was born the 
germ of the splendid maxim of the common law 
that a man’s house is his castle. In all languages 
there is no nobler sentiment and no “go can 
be strong and great which do not. like the Ger- 
mans of old, keep the nome pure and the family 
uncorrupted. 

In the late struggle of this nation to keep the 
American flag inthe air the Germans from the 
Northern States took their places beside the de- 
scendants of the Anglo-Saxon and other nation- 
alities and fought for the integrity ofa nation 
and the liberty of a race. I myself had the honor 
to touch elbows with some of my German fellow- 
citizens in the serried ranks of. war. I saw their 
fidelity and proved their devotion and valor; and 
I say, not as mere weak flattery, which you 
would despise, but as a statement of the truth of 
history, that no braver or better suldiers wore the 
uniform of the United States in the war for the 
Union than the Germans, who were present in 
every regiment on every field. 

SPRINGFIELD, III.. Oct. 6.—[Special.]— 
About 3,000 German-Amiericans took part in 
the German day celebration here today. There 
were abig street parade and a picnic and 
speechmaking at a suburban park. About 
2,000 persons, including 600 school children, 
took part in the parade. A feature of the aft- 
ternoon was an address in German by Charles 
Nelson, a colored politician of this city. 
Speeches were made by Dr. G. Wendlandt 
and Carl Heiser of this city. Large delega- 
tions were here from the surrounding country.

After several scores the word was given with 
Direct at Pointer’s saddle. 
The First Heat. 

The position was maintained to the quarter 
in 35 seconds. On they went to the half in 
1:0914, and it was seen that Geers had mapped 
his campaign to beat the black stallion in the 
home stretch and that such a plan was to 
Starr’s satisfaction. Asa double team they 
passea the three-quarters in 1:42, and then the 
drive began. The whip descended on the 
stallion and gamely he answered it. 
Pointer, as ever, was maintaining a slight 
lead, and, answering every stroke of the stal- 
lion, held the lead safe until, when within 150 
feet of the wire, Starr with a magnificent 
drive rushed Direct up with a terrific burst of 
speed and carried Pointer off his feet—the 
last quarter having been done in 31 seconds, 
the last eighth in 134¢ seconds. Pools now 
sold: Direct, $50: Pointer, $40. 

In the second heat Geers, knowing that he 
could not win the battle in the last quarter 
against the phenomenal speed of irect, 
ehanged his tactics, and in scoring brought 
Direct down to the wire at a heartbreaking 
gait.

In thirty-two seconds they 
were to the third quarter, the whip then be- 
gan to fall upon the stallion and 
the two driyers using every endeavor and 
art known to the profession urged on the fly- 
ing steeds. Slowly but surely Hal Pointer 
closed upon the staliion. At the distance 
stand he was at his neck, half-way home he is 
even, and so they remained to within fifty feet 
of the wire, when Geers rallied Pointer and he 
went under the wire winner by a nose. 
Pandemonium broke loose. Cheer after 
cheer greeted the victor. Darkness coming 
on the race went over to tomorrow, when the 
track will be to an edge and sensational 
time certain. 

Direct Short of Work. 

This evening the true inwardness of Mr. 
Salisbury’s action comes to iight. Direct was 
short of work for a bruising race. By delay- 
ing the start the race could not be completed 
today, and the two heats would serve to put 
Direct in shape for tomorrow.

FAVORITES LOSE AT JEROME PARK. 


Picknicker and Judge Morrow Give the 
Talent an Upset.

In regard to the railroad agents, it is 
thouht that the general manager, or any one 
designated to superintend the business, should 
be required to give a proper bond. To this

ANOTHER NOVEL FAIR BUILDING, 


F. S. Ingoldsby Would Represent Freedom 
Supporting the Worid—His Plans. 

Freedom Raising the Worid, a design com- 
bining both a statue and building. was be- 
fore the Ways and Means committee yester- 
day. The architect of this structureis F. S. 
Ingoldsby of St. Louis. His proposed build- 
ing is 450 feet high, and he thinks that it 
might be utilized for the installation of ex- 
hibits on or near the Exposition grounds. The 
application before the Ways and Means com- 
mittee was for a statement as to whether the 
400,000 square feet of available exhibit space 


in the building could be utilized, and what | 


terms would be granted for the private dis- 
play in the building of a series of panoramas. 

One of the promotors of the scheme is Tel- 
ford Burnham, The committee referred the 
matter to a special subcommittee, consisting 
of Chairman Higinbotham and Directors Ker- 
foot and Chalmers. 

In appearance the ae would resemble 
a giant on one knee and holding on his back 
the world. From the ground to the top of 
this globe the distance is 450 feet. At the 
equatorial line of the globe is a balcony, en- 
tirely — poy. | the globe. The distance from 
the ground to this balcony is 380 feet, making 
it a practical observatory tower. In the base 
of the building, oa which the giant rests, is 
an auditorium capable of seati 10.000 to 
15,000 persons, and in which could be held 
concerts and all forms of entertainments dur- 
ing the Fair. It is proposed that on the stage 
of this auditorium shall be presented the alle- 
gory of the landing of Columbus, 

The globe is to be floored in the center, and 
asemi-circular ceiling above this floor is to 
represent the heavens, and shining through 
the blue will be the stars and planets in the 
position they were the night of Oct. 11, 1492. 
The outside of the globe is to be of giass, with 
the exception of ‘the space occupied by the 
continents, which are to be made of metal. 
The globe lighted at night from within by 
electricity would cause the opaque glass to 
distinctly outline in silhouette the continents 
of the world.

COMPLAINT OF FPROPERTY-OWNERS. 


Some on Indiana Avenue Object to Laying 
New Cement Sidewalks, 

Complaint is made by the property-owners 
on Indiana avenue near Fiftieth street that 
though they laid good plank sidewalks last year 
they are now notified to lay cement sidewalks 
and to tear up the plank ones under an ordi- 
nance recently passed by the Council. The 
notices were sent out Monday, and the prop- 
erty owners are indignant. They would not 
object, they say, if the sidewalk was to be 
permanent, But it is not, for Indiana avenue 
is not graded or paved where those sidewalks 
have been ordered down. When itis paved, 
the sidewalks will have to be taken up so as to 
raise them to grade, and with a cement side- 
walk that means a total loss. Following is 
what some property-owners say: 

Jobn Markley of Markley, Alling & Co.—In 
January, 1589, I was ordered by the Street De- 
partment to lay a plank sidewalk in front of my 
property on Indiana avenue, near Fifty-third 
street, and I did so. That sidewalk cost me $159, 
and is about as good today as it ever was. But 
last week I received notice from the Street De- 
partment that I must replace it with a cement 
walk. That seems to me a great hardship, and I 
would like to know where it is all to end. If I lay 
the cement sidewalk who knows that in six 
months 1 will not called upon to lay a 
limestone sidewalk? Then, if I lay the lime- 
stone sidewalk what assurance will 
have that, in six months more, I will not be re- 
eae to replace it with a granite sidewalk? In- 

eed there is almost a certainty that if I lay this 
cement sidewalk it. will not be allowed to rest a 

ear. Indiana avenue, from Fifty-first street to 
ifty-fifth street, has several jogs init, and con- 
demnation suits are now pending for straighten- 
them out. When this rectification is made it 
will affect the roadway and sidewalks alike. This 
rs the roadway has not 
been paved. But although the city refuses to 
pave the roadway in anticipation of these 
changes, it requires me to tear up a good side 
walk and lay a more expensive one in spite of the 
fact that it is to torn up in a few 
months. 

D. B. Salisbury, with A. F. Risser & Co.—I have 
some land on Indiana avenue, near Fifty-second 
street. About a year ago the Street Department 
ordered me to lay a plank sidewalk in front of it 
and I did so, at aa expense of But about a 
week ago I was —— to replace it with a ce- 
ment sidewalk, and at the same time I received 
by the same mail the business card of the Colum- 
brian Sidewalk Paving company. I think it is un- 
just to make me tear up the plank sidewalk, 
which is as good as new, and lay a more expen- 


about it or in the sending of this business card to 
me I do not know. The thing has a bad look. I 
have not decided yet what I will do about it. 
Warren L. Clapp—I own twenty-five feet of 
ground at Indiana avenue and _ (Fifty-second 
street, and a little over a year ago I was required 
to lay a plank sidewalk in front of it at an ex- 
nse of $10. Last week I was notifled by the 
treet Department to take it up and put down a 
cement sidewalk. The same mail that brought 
me that notification brought me the business 
card of the Columbia Sidewalk Paving company. 
There is nothing strange in the Columbia 
Sidewalk company applying so promptly for 
the job of laying the walk. Those corpora- 
tions watch every order and ordinance that 
passes the Council. They appeal to the prop- 
erty-awners even before the Mayor approves 
the ordinance. The agents are in the Council 
every Monday night, and, as a rule. they work 
grape-line wires with the Aldermen who intro- 
duce the improvement ordinances. They are 
wide-awake fellows and lose no opportunity of 


making a dollar. 


Street-Crossing Cases.

Long, Half a Block Wide, and Four 
Stories High, to Cost When Completed 
$1,500,000—The Board Having the Mat- 
ter in Charge Expects to Have the 
Batiding Finished in 1895. 

Chicago is to have a palatial publie library 
building, a block long, half a block wide, and 
four stories high, constructed of solid mason- 
ry that will withstand the ravages of time. 
After years of struggle to that end Dearborn 
Park, on the Lake-Front, has been surren- 
dered for the site of the building, and the im- 
posing structure will one day adorn what has 
been for years an unsightly open square. on 
Michigan avenue, between Randolph and Lake 
streets. 

The building, which will be constructed of 
solid granite instead of the prevailing steel 
and brick shell style of architecture, will cost 
$1,200,000. The outlay for interior furnish- 
ings and machinery will raise the cost to more 
than a million ard a half dollars. It will not 
be a * sky-scraper ” with its hundreds of of- 
fices, but will consist of four stories devoted 
entirely to the library and the Soldiers’ 
Memorial hall. 

Built fifteen feet inside of the building line 
on every side, it will be surrounded with thir- 
ty-toot sidewalks for the accommodation of 
the crowds of patrons, citizens, and sight- 
seers. 

The accompanying plans have been drawn 
up by Architect N. E. Weydert under the di- 
rection of the Building committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Bernhardt Mors, W. P. Rend, R. 
J. Smith, A. F. Hatch, and E. S. Dreyer, who 
with John G. Snortall, the President of the 
Library Board, have been working on them 
for the last six months. Five architects, three 
of them in Ct icago, have been awarded $1,000 
each for getting up contractor’s plans, while 
a general invitation have been extended to 
architects ali over the country to enter into 
the competition. The five firms that have 
been sent checks for $1,000 and asked to get 
28 are S. S. Bremen, Jenney & Mundie, 
and Huehl & Schmid of Chicago; McKim, 
Mead & White of New York, and Shipley, 
Rutan & Cooledge of Boston. All plans must 
be in the hands of the committee by noon 
Jan, 2, 1892. 

The structure is to be of a classic order of 
architecture, without dome or tower, and is to 
bear evidence to its use on its exterior. It 
will convey to the beholder the idea that it is 
an enduring monument of the literary life of 
a great and public-spirited city. 

The building is to be constructed with the 
view of obtaining a maximum of daylight as 
well as a maximum of floor space. The 
structure will be divided into fireproof com- 
partments by means of fireproof floors and 
tile-dividing walls. Provision is also made 
for almost doubling the floor space and book- 
rooms when the crowth of the library may de- 
mand it by building up the large open court 
which at first will exténd from the western 
wall, 130 feet in width, 40 feet eastward, tothe 
permanent central court of the building. 

The main entrances are to be on Washing- 
ton and Randolph streets, The ground floor, 
which will be oue foot above the level of the 
sidewalk, will be devoted to files of newspa- 
pers, patent and other government records,

A broad, easy stairway will lead 
directly up to the general delivery room, 
49.6x136.6 feet in size, which will occupy the 
central portion of the eastern half of the floor. 
On either side of the stairway and elevators 
will be rooms for the Secretary and Librarian 
and their assistants. A novel and admirable 
feature of this floor will be the arrangement 
of the stock or book rooms. They will be 
immediately back of the long delivery counter 
and are to besunk a half story, and witha 
glass roof two stories above the floor. The 
books will be arranged in tiers, each a half- 
story in height. Shelves for three tiers will 
be put in to accommodate the 500,000 volumes 
of books for general delivery, which the li- 
brary will own when the building is com- 
pleted. The fourth anatoptier will not be 
occupied until the entire capacity of the lower 
three is taken up. ‘These book-rooms will ex- 
tend from the general dolivery-room as fol- 
lows: Back of delivery counter, 40.6x49.6 feet, 
with shel ves for 98,010 books; adjoining it on the 
north, along the Michigan avenue front, three 
similar rooms 40.6x40.6 feet, 49.6x40.6 feet, 
and 40.6x40.6 feet in dimensions, with shelves 
for. 106, 130,680, and 106,920 books respec- 
tively. All these rooms are to be thirty feet 
in height anc will be lighted almost on every 
side by numerous windows and from the top 
by an immense skylight. 

The third floor will be devoted principally 
to reading rooms, the largest of which, 52.3x 
141 feet m size, will occupy the floor across 
the entire northern end of the building ana 
will accommodate 490 persons. South of this, 
on the Michigan avenue front, will be a refer- 
ence room 144x31 feet, with seats for 150 per- 
sons. Adjoming this to the south will be a 
public card catalogue of articles in current 
periodical literature. The southeast corner of 
the floor will be taken up by reposftories for 
reference books, while the opposite corner of 
the building will be devoted toa “study 
room. 

fhe top floor will be taken up mainly by 
skylights to the floors beneath. It will con- 
tain rooms for directors, reception rooms for 
distinguished visitors and for committees.

New Southwestern Line. 


Lirrzz Rock, Ark., Oct. 6.—The Secretary 


of State today granted a charter to the Inter- 
Oceanic railway company, capital stock 
$7,000,000. The stock is divided into 70,000 
shares of $100 each, of which $4,300,000 have 
already been subscribed. The company will 
build, operate, and maintain a railroad, be- 
ginning at a point in Crittenden County on 
the — River, opposite Memphis, and 
running to Hartford on the State line between 
Arkansas and the Indian Territory, through 
the Counties of Crittenden, Cross, St. Fran- 
cis, Woodruff, White, Faulkner, Perry, Yell, 
Logan, Scott, and Sebastian. A branch will 
run from a point in Perry County to Little 
Rock. The total length of the line and the 
branch is about 325 miles. 


Rates from St. Louis to St. Paul. 

In the matter of the application for a read- 
justment of the basis of rates from St. Louis 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis the Board of 
Commissioners of the Western Traffic Asso- 
ciation has®rendered the following decision: 

The consideration of this subject was chiefly 
passed for the purpose of effecting a modification 
of the ratesfrom Cairo and other Ohio River 
points. As that change has been accomplished b 
a direct application te that end it is not consid- 
ered necessary toact at the present time upon 
the -application above stated; the change pro- 
posed being considered by the Commissioners as 
one of toomuch importance to be settled upon 
the hearing had, which was largely conducted 
with reference to the secondary effect of the rate.

CAN YOU PRODUCE A GHOST? 


Challenge to Spiritualists by the Psychical 
Society—Perfect Fairness Promised. 
NW Yorxr, Oct. 6.—The Rev. T. Ernest 
Allen, pastor of the First Unitarian Church 
of Providence, R. I., and Secretary of the 
American Psychical Society, recently organ 
ized among the clergy of various denomina- 
tions, physicians, scientists, and others, in- 


cluding the RG. R. Heber Newton of this city, 


and the Revs. Minot Savage, and Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale of Boston has sent the following 
letter to a prominent New York spiritualist as 
a rejoinder to many attacks on the purposes 
of the society that have appeared in the Spirit- 
ualistic press: 

Talk with the average Spiritualist and you will 
find that his chief grievance against the world is 
that it will not investigate the phenomena upon 
which he bases his belief. He glows with right- 
eous indignation when descanting uvon the big- 
otry of the ministers who “ preach against Spirit- 
ualism without knowing anything about it.” 
One would think, then, that when an association 
like the American Psychical Society is organized 
for the express purpose of iastituting a scientific 
investigation of modern Spiritualism there would 
be rejoicing all along the line and that Spiritual 
ism would help on the work by offering the socie- 
ty facilities for study and by contributing money 
The two prospectuses issued to the 


ers tomembership. Yet the first word upon the 
subject publis in a leading Spiritualistic jour- 
nal was an editorial headed War Against Spirit- 
ualism.” 

Under date of June 6 last an announcement in- 
viting all persons interested to become members 
was sent for publication to over six hundred re- 
ligions newspapers, including all or most of the 
Spiritualistic organs. Have the Spiritualists re- 
sponded? Next to none. 

They notice the names of a few clergymen con- 
nected with the society, and—since, of course, no 
good thing can come out of Nazareth—straight- 
way they assume that the whole movement was 
got up asa partisan attack upon Spiritualism. 
So far as the principle is concerned, I do not see 
but it is just as inconsistent for Spiritualists to 
condemn our society without a hearing as for 
ministers to dismiss psychical phenomena as the 
work of the devil without a careful study of the 
matter. This is all wrong. There will be time 
enough to condemn the society when it has proved 
by its reports that it does not wish to find the 
truth. Until then fair play damands that it should 
be given the benefit of the doubt. ay 
pon which horn of the dilemma do Spiritual- 
ists wish the skeptics of this country to impale 
them? That they are afraid of the investigation 
that, in their own opinion, themselves having all 
the truth, they are utterly lacking in that mis- 
sionary zeal -which delights to educate others? 
They will draw the one conclusion or the other 
if Spiritualists stand aloof with their hands in 
their pockets casting suspicious glances at us. An 
investigation is 1 it has already begun; 
nothing shall stop it 

The societ wants to find the truth. Where are 
the Spiritualists who are ready to meet usin a 
sympathetic spirit, as they wish us to meet them 
in approaching their phenomena, to listen to our 
plans and to help us forward in a work of deep 
concern to the whole human race? Where are 
they and what are they willing todo to bring be- 
fore the world in their true light the phenomena 
to which they pin their faith? I pause for à re- 
ply. T. ERNEST ALLEN,

WIZARD EDISON’S LATEST 


HE SAYS THE BROADWAY COMPANY 
_ MADE A BIG MISTAKE, 


He's Got Something That Beats the Cable 
System—Just What It Is Not Yet Made 
Public, but There’s No Trolley About 
It, and the King of Electricians Says Jt 
Is a “Go”—The Subtle Fluid as Applied 
to Locomotives. 


New York, Oct. 6.—Thomas A. Edison has 
another surprise in store, This time it is in 
the practical line of rapid transit. He varied 
his summer occupation of electrical mining at 
Ogden, N. J., by experimenting and testing a 
new system of applying electricity to street 
railways. He said, with all the satisfaction of 
success, that he had just finished the tests, 
that they were a go,“ and that the North 
American company 1s going to use the system 
somewhere, 

Well, what is it exactly, Mr. Edison?” 

O, no, no, no!“ said the prince of elec- 
tricity. Lou mustn’t ask me for plans and 
details yet. 

5 Come now,“ he said at last, I'll tell you 
this much: this is quite a wonderful affair.“ 
He paused a moment and then added, Hav- 
ing lots of fun on Broadway, aren’t they? 

They ought to have waited. I told them 
they should hold ona bit. After all this dig- 
ging and ditching they’ll have their cable 
road, and by that time my system will be in 
operation in some other city at much less ex- 
pense and with much more satisfactory re- 
sults. I could simply have gone to work and 
taken that Broadway road as it once was and 
[ could have put in a block a night of my sys- 
tem. I could have changed the road all over 
and you would never have known anything 
about it.“ 

80 you can apply your system to any 
street railway?“ 

Les, and to any car. But the system is 
only suitable for use in cities where cable 
roads are warranted. I have an experimental 
quarter mile of road in the laboratory. The 
cost is one-third that of a cable road and it 
performs every function cheaper and better.“ 

No Trolley in the System, 

It is not a trolley system?“ 

„O. no. In the big towns the public think 
the trolley objectionable. Only the rails are 
used and there is no slot. can pick up a 
current through two and a half inches of mud.“ 

It isn’t a storage-battery system? 

“No. I use the regular motors under the 
street cars. I’ve gota very peculiar thing in 
that. It was a hard thing to do—to get that 
system perfected. It may appear simple, but 
itis not. To get a practical system was very 
difficult.”’ : 

The reporter hinted that the subtle current 
was to thrill.along the rails in some mysteri- 
ous way, and he asked if it would be safe. 

Quite safe,’’ said Mr. Edison; the cur- 
rent won't escape at all. I told you how I 
could make the change in Broadway at the 
rate of a block anight. Well, I. would just 
take the old rails just as they were. To take 
practically anything and turn it into an elec- 
tric rail was quite a trick. I could use any 
gur, too, but the trick was to get the current 
to make a practical system. In the trolley 
system they get the current over the wire and 
have that arm running along. The public 
clainr that that is objectionable in a large city. 
Very well, you needn’t use it. I have got up 
u system Where you just take the current right 
from the rails. 

An Electrical Locomotive. 

Having admitted this much Mr. Edison 
changed the subject for a kindred one. 

J am also building a large’ electrical loco- 
motive, several hundred horse- power, said 
he, and have devised a system of conduction 
without trolley fora big railroad for Heury. 
Villard. A small section has been laid. An 
electrical locomotive is much more economical 
than a steam one. A steam locomotive is not 
economical by reason of the conditions it has 
to work uncer. That is the trouble with it, 
whereas take one of these triple expansion 
engines on a id foundation, with all the 
economical appliances, and the result is you 
can get horse-power delivered on a train in 
motion for one-third the cost that you can do 
it direct with a steam locomotive. Then you 
have every advantage in an electric locomo- 
tive. Instead of running a train of six coaches 
every two hours, split it up. Make it two 
coaches and run it oftener. They are going to 
put this locomotive on some road in Chicago— 
between Chicago and Milwaukee, I think.” 

Lou say this is a system of conduction 
without trolley. Is it anything like your street- 
Gar system?“ 

O, no. It has nothing to do with it. It is 
much simpler. There is no great difficulty 
about it. Almost any good engineer could 
design a good electric locomotive. I am go- 
ing to take the currents from stations twenty 
miles apart. I can take the Pennsylvania 
railroad, detween Jersey City and Philadel- 
phia, and I can begin by putting one electric 
train on it, and they can go on running steam, 
too, and gradually replace steam by electricity 
without any trouble at all. You can go any 
speed you want to with electric trains. It is 
only limited by the limit of the cohesion of the 
steel. There are no other limitations to elec- 
tric as there are to steam locomotives.”’ 


Success of Electrical Mining. 
eis electrical mining making progress?“ 


„es, said the wizard, enthusiastically. 


We have invaded New York State. We have 
leased from the Reading railroad the great 
ore deposits of the Canopus Valley, near 
Peekskill. We have purchased from Senator 
Jones of Nevada asmali railroad six miles 
long running up the valley.

I am going up there 
again before I settle here for my winter’s 
work. 

Big Change in Getting Out Ore, 

. This electtic mining is my biggest scheme. 
It is a tremendous change in the methods of 
getting iron ore. Isis iar reaching. Since I 
started in that business eight different com- 
panies have gone into it. They all hooted at 
it at first, but they are finding out its impor- 
tance. It is a revolution, that is what it is. 
A great many of the veins in New Jersey pass 
through rock that is impregnated with iron on 
both sides of the vein: I struck the idea of 
not working the veins, but of blasting down 
the whole mountain and with powerful ma- 
chinery crushing the matter up and getting 
the ore out by magnetism. I have several 
men out all the time looking up those mineral- 
ized mountains. We have got one mountain 
with 400 feet of mineralized matter three 
miles long. O, there’s plenty of it. We can 

ass through 2,000 tons a day ip our crushers. 
‘hat’s onlg the starter. If everything works 
right we'll have several mills up at Ogden. 

e could crush the Palisades at the rate of 
200 feet a day, pretty near—triple expansion 
engines, too.“ 


Bessemer When You Work for It. 


Onder our process, he continued, “ we 
find that the yield is enough to pay. We get 
— Bessemer ore and get a high price for it. 

he stuff comes out naturally from the veins 
only 50 per cent pure.

Those Electric-Transmission Experiments. 

There has been a lot of talk over the elec- 
tric-transmission experiments at Frankfort, 
Germany, and some people ve been saying 
that Niagara Falls will be New York’s 
eslavey and do all her work before long. 
Mr. Edison was asked about this. 

„There's a good deal of moonshine about 
it,“ was his reply. There is more sentiment 
than anything else about these transmission 
experiments in Germany. Overa year ago I 
made complete plans to take power from Ni- 
agara to Buffalo. It is simply a commercial 
question. There is no difficulty in the electrical 
part ot it. There is a point in the transmission 
of electrical pewer where the triple expansion 
engine, with cheap coal, will beat it, on ac- 
count of the interest on the investment. 
Nothing will beat Niagara Falls current—tak- 
ing it to Buffalo. But a little fugsher andjit 
will be very much cheaper to put in a triple 
expansion engine. The system adopted in 
Germany is called the alternating system, and 
so far they have no practical motor. I con- 
sider that method of transmitting power as a 
commercial mistake. It can be done just as 
well by continuous currents.” 


SUNDAY AT THE NEW YORK MUSEUM. 


Result of the Experiment for Four Months 
—Practically a Success, 

New York Post, Oct.3: The experiment of 
keeping open and giving free admission to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art on Sundays has 
now lasted since May 31, a period of a little 
over four months. Here is the official record 
of the nuraber of visitors: 
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The character of the attendance up to Aug. 

2 was of one kind; since then it has been of 
another. Up to that time it was mainly com- 
posed of an element which, in the opinion of 
the officers and trustees of the museum, was 
objectionable and undesirable. This element 
derived its conception of a “museum” from 
the specimens which flourish in the Bowery, 


and it came fully expecting to see the “‘ woolly 
horse,“ the fat woman, the living skeleton, and 
perhaps other freaks unrivaled elsewhere. 
As free admission to such marvels was to these 
persons the open gates of a paradise they 
flocked thither, as the record for the first Sun- 
day, 14,263, abundantlytestifies. They brought 
with them personal habits which were re- 
pulsive, if not entirely peculiar. One wasa 
habit of plentiful expectoration deduced from 
an incessant addiction to tobacco-chewing. 

Another habit was that of disregarding the 
inhibition of smoking; though this was not 
prevalent, for the reason that the smoke re- 
vealed the fire and the culprit, and led to the 
speedy suppression of both. Still, some re- 
markable feats of sleight-of-hand were per- 
formed in this connection, and gave long im- 
munity tothe offenders. A puff of smoke would 
arise and uncuri into invisibility above the 
heads of the crowd, an attendant or a police- 
man would hasten in the direction thereef and 
discover neither pipe nor cigar nor cigarette 
by the most diligent scrutiny. A few minutes 
latter and another puff would appear at some 
distance from the first; but a new search 
would produce only the old result. Thus 
would continue this will-o’-the-wisp pursuit 
of the eriminul for the 
elusive clouds, until his final cornermg, when 
his secret would be found to be an extraordi- 
nary deftness and fortitude of concealment 
in the closure of his hand. In exculpating 
himself the evil-doer was usually less ingen- 
successful. For instance, one put 
up the naively knavish plea that, having 
thoughtlessly entered with his lighted cigar, 
he had*been compelled to hold it, because he 
could find no place in which he could properly 
throw ft away. He was at once escorted to a 
near-by cuspidor, wherein he regretfuily saw 
his cherished stump disappear. 

A third habit was one of lunching, usually 
on the settees, but anywhere else that 
happened to be convenient. Eating was pro- 
hibited by the rules and stopped by the attend- 
ants whenever observed; but it was done with 
such dispatch—though wholly without neat- 
ness - that it had often accomplished its worst 
before suppression. Eatables were denied 
entry at all, and the men at the gates confis- 
cated whatever of the kind they saw. But 
this merely excited an ingenuity of smuggling, 
and did not cut off the crowd’s refreshment, 
Quite beyond either prevention or cure was 
the insidious and peripatetic luncheon of pea- 
nuts. The shells fell to the littered floor or 
into the sarcophagi of Egyptian dynasties, 

But the most alarmimg habit possessed by 
the undesirable element of June and July was 
that of laying hands on everything. Dr. 
Isaac H. Hall saw a woman thumping the 
thigh of a cast with vigorous knuckles and 
miidly mquired why she did it. Umph!“ 
she answered, I wanted to see if it waß mar- 
ble. Naturally this propensity led to several 
disasters. The mighty paw and unsheathed 
claws of Barye’s Lion had an irresisti- 
ble fascinat on for the objectionable ele- 
ment. It crowded around the famous 
beast. It could not forbear to shake 
hands with him, to feel his claws, 
to test the sharpness and strength of them, 
and—to pull them off. Three times the lion 
lost a claw in these encounters, and only once 
the vandal was caught. It happened to be a 
woman who shed such copious tears and be- 
trayed such pitiable fright that she was al- 
lowed to go scot free. The claws were re- 
stored to the lion, but the,bright polish which 
his whole paw has received from this intimate 
contact with humanity still remains to him. 
Another disaster evidently had a felonious in- 
tent, Several cups and saucers in one of the 
Dutch cabinets were broken, and one saucer 
was filched. Another sacred object which re, 
ceived an incessant laying-on of irreverent 
hands was the large model of the Cathedral of 
Sienna, How these vandalisms were perpe- 
trated unseen despite the vigilant watch: of a 
large force of attendants and policemen was 
a matter of perpetual wonder to the watchers 
and the authorities. Towards the close of July 
Mr. Marquand wrote to Gen. di Cesnola that 
he feared the character of the Sunday attend- 
ance had sunk their museum to the level of 
the dime species. 

With August began a marked and most 
gratifying change in the personnel of the vis- 
itors. The element objectionable, having 
failed to find anywhere in the building the 
“woolly horse,“ etc., absented itself in larger 
and larger numbers, while the quiet, respect- 
able, and intelligent artisan class, for whose 
benefit the Sunday openings were especially 
designed, presented itself increasingly. Thus, 
while the attendance since the last July Sun- 
day has been smaller than before, vastly more 
benetit has been conferred, in the opinion of 
the authorities. Of course, the evils so fla- 
grant during the first two months still exist, 
but in greatly diminished extent, 

The question whether it is worth while to 
continue to keep the museum open on Sun- 
day, the trustees, though at first made doubt- 
ful, are now dispo to answer emphatically 
in the affirmative. It will be worth while, 
they believe, if the present class of visitors 
continues to come, and they think such will 
be the case. Then arises the question, Will 
the museum be kept open? The authorities 
reply that this may be regarded as assured 
until Jan. 1. Whether the museum will be 
kept open after that time is contingent upon 
the city’s appropriating a sufficient sum to 
defray the expenses, Thesum desired from 
the city is $12,200 a-year. 

The 14th of October the annual closing of 
the museum, for renovations and repairs, will 
take place. It will remain closed until Nov. 
2, when the trustees will hold their semi- 
annual reception. from 8 to 10 o’clock in the 
evening. The following day. Nov. 3, the mu- 
seum will again be thrown open to the public.

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HIS STATEMENT DOUBTED 


GEN. DYRENFORTA’S RAIN-MAKING 
EXPERIMENTS DISCREDITED, 


A Correspondent of the “ Farm Implement 
News,” Who Was on the Spot, Says 
That Rain Did Not Follow the Explo- 
sions in Texas—Prof. Newcomb’s View 
of the Matter—Gen. Dyrenforth’s Own 
Account of His Operations 


Can we make it rain at will by concus- 
sions and explosions?” is a question much dis- 
cussed, and the closer it is examined in tho 
light of theory, fact, and experiment the more 
uncertain it seems to become. In the current 
number of the North American Review Gen. 
Dyrenforth, who had charge of the recent rain- 
making experiments in Texas, answers the 
question in the affirinative, and newspaper 
correspondents claiming to have been on the 
spot at the time said the experiments with 
dynamite, rackarock, kites, and balloons were 
glorious successes and produced copious and 
continued downfalls of rain. 

But now comes the Furm Implement News 
of this city with an exhaustive account of the 
experiments, pronouncing them an utter and 
ridiculous failure. The writer says he was 
with Gen. Dyenforth and the government sci- 
entists on the tield when they bombarded the 
heavens, and quotes some of them in proof of 
his assertion that, while the experiments, after 
a great deal of blundering, made a great deal 
of noise, they did not make a drop of rain to 
fall on the arid plains of Texas. 


How Pyrenforth Worked. 


Gen. Dyrenforth, in his article, “Can We 
Make Rain?“ in the North American Review, 
shows in detail how he did it on several occa- 
sions. He writes: 

The first operation was made Aug. 9 and only 
the first line of ground explosions was brought 
into action. The weather was clear and the 
barometer stood at its normal height. At noon 
of the 10th clouds began to gather directly over 
the ranch, and during the afternoon and the even- 
ing a very heavy rain fell—nearly two inches 
transforming the roadways into rushing torrents 
and every hollow of the prairie into a small take. 

The next important operation was performed 
Aug. 15, the explosions having begun the evening 
previous, A large quantity of oxyhydrogen was 
used in the balloon explosions, while the ground 
batteries were kept in almost constant action for 
tweive hours, Neither the appearance of the 
atmosphere nor the readings of the instruments 
gave any indication of aught but the fairest 
weather. This state of weather continued until 
late in the afternoon, when heavy clouds gathered 
and formed in the south and west, and at 5 p. m. 
the operators of the ground batteries, which had 
kept up their war until that time, were forced to 
run for shelter through a drenching rain, which 
fell in torrents for two and a half hours. 

The final operation of this series of experiments 
was begun at 11 a. m. Aug. 25. The sky was clear, 
except for a few light, scattered cumulus clouds. 
Seven balloons, mostly of the large size, were sent 
up. Iwo ten-foot._ balloons were exploded by 
means of electric cable ata height of 1,000 feet, 
but the explosions of larger balloons were too 
terrific to be risked at so close proximity, and 
they were therefore fitted with fuses, timed for 
two to six minutes, and allowed to attain alti- 
tudes of from one to three miles before exploding. 
At 11 p. m. the firing ceased and our weary party 
immediately retired for the night. At 3 a. m. 
however, the heavy rolling of thunder disturbed 
sleepers, and looking out tothe west and north 
heavy banks of clouds were seen adv@ncing al- 
most constantly lighted by most brilliant lght- 
ning. Au hour later the rain began to fall in tor- 
rents on the ranch and did not cease till 8 a. m. 
The northern portions of this county received the 
most thorough watering they bave had for the 
last three years, and the reports from incoming 
cowboys indicate that the storm extended over 
many hundreds of square miles. 


His Statements Denied. 


The representative of the Farm Implement 
News, who was on the ground most of the 
time; tells a different story of the experiments 
and their results. He starts off by denying 
the rainfall Aug. 10, with its production of 
“rushing torrents ana small lakes, He 
says: ; 

The first rain that fell in that region after the 
arrival of Gen. Dyrenforth’s party was Aug. 13, 
before any experiment had been made, This 
writer was so informed by Prof. and 
others, and he heard Gen. Dyrenforth make the 
same statement. The first attempt to inflate a 
balloon was made about Aug. 16. The writer was 
not present, but was informed on his arrival 
Aug. 20 that one of the 1 furnaces exploded 
and that the balloon did not fill satisfactorily. 
but eventually went up and was exploded by 
means ofatime fuse attached by Prof. Rosell. 
This explosion, which was reported as beyond 
the conception of a person who had never been 
near heavy artillery in action.“ was.unnoticed by 


the cowboys on the ranch half a mile away. 


In referring to a vivid description by a re- 
porter of the explosions and the rainfalls the 
Implement News man in his True Story of 
the Rainmakers in Texas says: 

This is refreshing reading to people who were 
on the ground and heard nothing of it. It is 


probably true that more afmospheric concussion 


was made by che 2 rabbit hunters in the 
vicinity in one day than was caused by 
the combined efforts of the rainmakets. More- 
over, in the presence of the Farm Implement 
News representative, the party claimed to have 
sent up only one balloon previous to Aug, 22, 
which was more than two weeks after their ar- 
rival on the ground. That is the balloon which 
ascended Aug. 16, four — 8 previous to the rain 
which occurred 100 miles farther west. 


Conveyed Only Sparks. 


The writer in describing operations in the 
field refers to Prof. Meyer spreading a net 
over a balloon to prevent its escape, and an 
effort to fly an electrical kite without sufficient 
tail, while the kite is making a vigorous 
plunge, tail upward, for the earth.“ The 
writer was informed by Prof. Rossell that the 
kite eventually ascended and conveyed electric 
sparks (not rain) from the clouds to the 
earth.“ The celebrated rain at Midland is 


thus disposed of: 

The writer arrived at Midland (his second visit) 
Aug. 20. That day heavy rain was,reported over 
a large area. These are the facts: eavy dark 
clouds appeared in the northwest; the explosives 
were made ready and several charges fired; the 
clouds swerved to the west and rain fell along the 
Pecos River, nearly 100 miles west. On the plains 
none fell and at C rauch it remained dry and 
dusty. 

e“ ranch is where the experiments were 
conducted, contains 300,000 acres, . and is 
owned by Nelson Morris, the packer of this 
city. He continues: 

The writer left the ranch at 8:30 p. m. The bal- 
loon, which had been slowly absorbing gas all 
day, was not yet ready to ascend, and the writer 
left for Midland. When about half way an ex- 
plosion was heard. Wasit the balloon? That it 
was was a reasonable inference” A prominent cit- 
izen of Midland, who was on the ground, called on 
the writer a few days later and assured him that 
his inference was at fault, that the balloon was 
held captive for a few days, and it with two others 
was sent up. If any of these exploded. according 
to the program, it had been kept asecret from the 
public ear; that twoof them took fire and were 
destroyed by slow combustion, and one sailed 
away intact and was found a few days later some 
ten or twelve mile from the place of departure. 

The morning of Aug. 23, between 1 and 3 o'clock, 
a dry norther swept the plains, with a shower of 
dust and sand. me explosives had been dis- 
charged in the early part of the night, and the 
imaginative reporter claimed another success 
scored by the rainmakers.“ This storm was an- 
nounced by the Signal Service eleven hours before 
at Omaha, ten hours before at Atchison, and 
about six hours before at Kansas City. 

In an interview, if correctly quoted. Gen. Dyren- 
forth assigus 40 the cowboys more knowledge of 
the weather than those special ‘advisory agents 
of Providence on weather matters, our bureau 
officials, and yet these ignorant and unscientific 
bureau officials predicted the rains which Gen. 
Dyrenforth claims as his from six to twelve hours 


. before their arrival, and before the General's ex- 


plosives were made ready to produce them. It is 
a matter of record that, beginning the night of 
Aug. 25, 1890—just one year before—the heaviest 
rain fell in that section that has been known be- 
fore, during, or since Geu. Dyrenforth’s arrival, 
washing out culverts and delaying trains on the 
Texas and Pacitic railway nearly two days, and 
that rain extended from the C ranch to El Paso 
and beyond. 
Prof. Newcomb’s Theory. 

Following Gen. Dyrenforth’s article in the 
Review is another in the same line by Prof. 
Simon Newcomb, the argument of which is to 
disprove the two propositions with which the 
former sums up his story ot the experiments, 
and which are: ad 

First—That concussions from explosions 
exert a marked and practical effect upoa at- 
mospheric conditions in producing or OCCa- 
sioning rainfall; and 

Second—That when the atmosphere is in a 
“threatening” condition rain can be caused 
to fail almost immediately by jarring together 
the particles of moisture which hang in sus- 
pension in the air. 


Prof. Neweomb in referring to the an- 


nounced success of the Texas experiments 


says: “Yet I unhesitatingly maintain that 
sound cannot make rain, and then propeeds 
to adduce proof of his thesis. The explosion 
of a bomb produces only a momentary con- 
densation of the air, and a quarter of a inile 


from the explosion it would not be one ten-

thousandth part of an inch. A thousand de- 
tonations, he says, can produce no more 
effect upon the air or upon the watery vapor 
in it than a thousand rebounds of a small 
boy’s rubber ball upon a stone wall. 

far as the compression of the air 
could produce even a momentary effect, it 
would be to prevent rather than to cause con- 
densation of its vapor, because it is productive 
of heat, which produces evaporation, not con- 
densation.”’ If any one thinks he can pro- 
duce rain by sounds the professor asks him to 
try it in a room or in the steam escaping from 
a kettle. No other conclusion is possible 
than, that the production of rain by sound or 
explosions is out of the question.“ says Prof. 
Newcomb, and he adds: “If there is any 
scientific result which we can accept with con- 
tidence it is that ten seconds after the sound 
of the last bomb died away silence resumed 
her sway. From that moment everything in 
the air—humidity, temperature, pressure, and 
motion—was exactly the same as if no bomb 
had been fired. 


PORTRAITS OF CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS. 


Interesting Historical Paper Read at the 
Albany Institute by Librarian Howell. 

Aupany, N. Y., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Before 
the Albany Institute this evening State 
Librarian George Rogers Howell read a paper 
on the portraits “of Christopher Columbus. 
Mr. Howell’s paper was the exhaustive effort 
of an intelligent scholar. Beginning by point- 
ing out the im perfect nature of the descrip- 
tions of the great navigator which history has 
given us, the essayist imagined the difficulties 
before an artist were he required to make a 
portrait of a man from a mere verbal descrip- 
tion. He traced the record of the numerous 
paintings of Columbus and proved that there 
was only one portrait of the discoverer painted 
in his lifetime which could possibly be extant. 
In conclusion Mr. Howell said: 

In summing up so far, I may say while 
most of the portraits first noticed are con 
either fancy sketches or guesses, either with or 
without regard tothe verbal descriptions of the 
appearance of the Admiral, of those of the sec- 
ond group we may say there is a presumption 
that they are all derived from one common origi- 
nal, that of the Jovian Museum, taken from life. 
Within the last year, as I have said, it has come 
to the knowledge of the world that the long lost 
portrait in Giovio’s Museum has been found. If 
this is true, then the world has one portrait of 
the illustrious navigator painted in his lifetime. 

It is said in L’ Art dans les deux Mondes, pub- 
lished in Paris May 9, 1891, that the collection of 
Giovio, substanti „is now in the possession of 
Dr. Alexander de Orchi, in Como, Italy, and 
among the paintings is the original portrait of Co- 
lumbus, by Suardi. An engraving or photogravure 
of thig is in possession of the State Library and 
at nt takes rank above all others. Its gen- 
pral reseinblance to those of the second group 
keeps them still in their relative rank as neare 
the correct poe of the Admiral. The vari- 
ations may be accounted for by the difference in 
age and the personal equation of the painter and 
engraver. 

At allevents this portrait fills out all our ex- 
pectations of an ideal Columbus and expresses a 
man who could do all that Columbus did in divin- 
— the existence of a new world and persuading 
others to his convictions and in surmounting all 
the obstacles he encountered. moral and physical. 
fram Genoa to Cuba. It isa pore that grows 
on one. The upper half of the face bears a re- 
markable resemblance to that of our oon Wash- 
ington, It shows the repose of strength and re- 
serve power, and, take it all in all, is by far the 
best ideal presentation of the face we expect to 
see in a genuine portrait of Columbus. 


TO ATTACK THE TRACK AGAIN, 


West Park Commissioners Want Some Los 
i Records Restored. 2

A petition has been filed in the Circuit Court 


by the West Chicago Park Commissioners to 
restore the lost records establishing the boule- 
vards and a building line connecting the three 
parks on the West Side. In 1869 an act was 
passed authorizing, the West Chicago Park 
Commissioners to acquire land for a boule- 
vard from 250 to 400 feet wide from a point 
beginning at Fullerton avenue, running west 
a mile past Western avenue, then south to the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal, with such curves 
and deviations as necessary to connect with 
the parks. At the same time the Commission- 
ers were authorized under the act to establish 
a building line fifty feet from the outer line of 
the boulevards. The total cost of the parks 
and boulevards, with the easements and build- 
ing line, exclusive of the improvements, was 
not to exceed $900,000. 

To carry out this arrangement the Commis- 
siopers instituted condemnation 2 
in the Circuit Court in 1870. Pleasant Amick, 
Nathan Allen, and Gerrit L. Hoodless were 
appointed appraisers to determine the value 
of the real estate to be appropriated. 
made an estimate, filed an assessment 
and made a report, whereupon the assessment 
was confirmed. The great fire of 1871 de- 
stroyed the records of the Circuit Court and in 
this way the acts of the Commissioners were 
lost. A decree of restoration is now sought. 

The question of a building line came up be- 
fore Judge Tuley recently when the West 
Park Commissioners sought to restrain the 
Garfield Park club from locating within fift 
feet of the boulevard. The court dismi 
the bill, holding that the Commissioners could 
show no title sto the building line or that a 
doliar was ever paid for acquiring it. In the 
present petition it is claimed that the decree 
was entered before the fire annihilated all 
right of the property-owners within fifty feet 
of the dess When the records are estab- 
lished it is said that the Commissioners will 
again attack the race track people. * 


BIG CASES BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT. 


The Schooner Sayward and the McKinley 
Bill to Receive Attention. 
Wasuincton, D. C., Oct. 6.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States will meet next 
Monday for the October term. There are 
many important cases that will come before 
the court for argument during the present 
term. The first case to be heard is that of ex- 
parte Thomas Henry Cooper, owner of the 
schooner Sayward, brought to test the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction of the United States over 
the seal fisheries of Bering Sea. The lottery 
cases are set down for argument after the 
Sayward case is disposed of. The third case, 
set down for hearing on the 19th, is what is 
known as the elevator case. Chapter 581 of 
the New York laws of 1888 forbids the charge of 
more than certain specified rates for elevating 
grain, and it is the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the law that 1s involved in the 
case. The Supreme Court of New York sus- 
tained the constitutionality of the law. 
right of a State to tax the gross receipts of an 
express company will be the point on which 
argument will be heard jn the case of the Pa- 
cific Express Company vs. Seibert, State Audit- 
or of Missouri. Three of the cases sdvanced 
for hearing the 19th involve questions bearing 
upon the constitutionality of the McKinley 
Tariff act of Oct. 1.

The order in regard to high buildings intro- 
in the Council Monday night was a sub- 
ject ot considerabie comment and speculation 
among real estate men yesterday.

„Persoually,“ he says, I don’t approve of 
high buildings. I think eight or nine stories 
enough and that no one should be al- 
lowed to build higher. But none 
the city ordinances provide any re- 
strietions as to the height of buildings, 
and if I should be asked to issue a permit for 
a building twenty-five or fifty stories high I 
should have to issue it if the regulations of the 
building ordinances in other respects were 
complied with. We should stop erecting high 
buildings; first, because their safety is ques. 
tioned and second, because it would be better 
for the city to have business spread out over 
more territory.“ ) 

“The order was addressed to the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works instead of the Com- 
missioner of Buildings,” said D. 0. Wilke of 
the Buildiug Department. For that reason 
there is no necossity for our department pay- 
mgany attention to it until it is amended.
